ONDON, July 21.-—The British 
Prime Minister, David Lloyd 
George, speaking at a great 


patriotic demonstration in Queen's 
in the!

afternoon in commemora- 
tion of “Belgian Independence Day,” 
characterized the speech of the 
‘German Chancellor, Dr. Georg 
Michaelis, as a mere sham and de- 
clared that he did not want the Ger- 
mans “to harbor any delusion that 
they are going to put Great Britain 
out of this fight until liberty has 
been re-established throughout the 
world.” 

Great Britain wil make peace 
with a free Germany, but with «a 
Germany dominated by autocracy, 
declared the Premier, there never 
could be peace. 

The Germans, said the Premier, 
were making the same mistake in 
underestimating America’s efforts in 
the war as th had made about 
Great Britain in the beginning.

That the United States will not Have Two Hundred 


Thousand Troops in France Before September Next 
Year is Asserted by High Authority and Same Source 


Declares England will Have Quit at Saloniki.

LAVS STILL RETREATING 


IN THE GALICIA SECTOR. 


Bavarians Take Advantage of the Dis- 
affection in Enemy’s Country. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 


N ITS review of the war dis- 
patches for the past twenty-four 
hours, the Associated Press says: 
Prince Leopold of Bavaria is mak- 
ing the most of the disaffection that 
under extremist influence developed 
in the Russian army in Northeast- 
ern Galicia, and is pressing into the

Tarnopol. 

The Russians were in retreat in 
this sector all day, Friday, accord. 
ing to their own account, which lays

The Russians burned villages 
and wrought havoc in the country- 
vide as they fell back, the Berlin 
siatement reports.

Third, detachments of Kronstadt 
and of the battleships Petropaviovsk

The representatives here of the 
Y.M.C.A. hope to be able partly to 
make up the deficiency in g 
matter before long. 

In their spare time—which is not 
superabundant—the men have de- 
veloped a veritable passion for let- 
ter writing, which has swamped the 
company censors. Many soldiers 
turn in a dozen letters daily, most of 
them written, as one censor ex- 
plained, to “every queen the men 
have met on their way here.” 

A rule has been made, therefore, 
that the letters must be inclosed in 
a blue envelope and sent to Paris 
for censorship.

SENATE PASSES 
THE FOOD BILL. 


Measure may Reach Wilson in 
the Next Ten Days. 


Broad Authority Conferred 
on the Executive. 


The Manufacture of Distilled 


Beverages Stopped. 

[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 
WASHINGTON, July  21.—The 
administration food control _ bill, 


virtually rewritten after five weeks’ 
bitter contest, was passed today by 
the Senate, 81 to 6. Conferees from 
‘House and Senate will begin work 
early next week and leaders are 
hopeful the measure may be in the 
President's hands in ten days. 

As revamped, the bill gives the 


President broad authority over 
foods, feeds and fuels, the latter 
including kerosene and gasoline; 


provides for 
food board 


administration by a 
of three members in- 


stead of an individual; authorizes 
Federal fixing of coal prices, 
requisitioning and operation of 


mines and authorizes a minimum 
guaranteed price of not less than $2 


per bushel for wheat at primary 
‘markets. 
The Senate prohibition § section, 


prohibiting manufacture of distilled 
beverages during the war and dli- 
recting the President to buy all dis- 
tilled spirits in bond, was substituted 
for the House “bone dry” provision 
and will be one subject of diffieul- 
ty in conference. 


AGAINST THE BILL 


Senators voting against the bill 
were:. France, Maryland: Hardwick, 
Georgia: Penrose, Pennsylvania: 
Reed, Missouri; Sherman, Illinois, 
and Sutherland, West Virginia. 

Scores of amendments were dis- 
posed of today, but the principal 
features were the incorporation of 
the amendment authorizing the 
minimum wheat price and another 
by Senator Pomerene greatly broad- 
ening the government's power. to 
handle the coal situation. The gov- 
ernment guarantee for wheat would 
be payable at all principal interior 
primary markets until July 1, 1919. 
Senate rejected, 46 to 33, an 
amendment by Senator Norris to 
have the food board, instead of Con- 
gress, fix the minimum price. 

The Pomerene coal amendment, 
incorporated by the overwhelming 
vote of 72 to 12, directs the Presi- 
dent, through the Federal] Trade 
Commission or other agency, to fix 
coal prices, wholesale and_ “retail, 
regulate the entire industry and, if 
necessary, to take over and operate 
coal mines and fix prices of labor. 

ON FINAL VOTE. 


On a final vote the Senate re- 
fused, 60 to 23, to place the bill's 
administration in the hands of an 
individual. Senators understood to- 
day the administration would en- 
deavor to have the conferees substi- 
tute the original House provision for 
a single administrator. 

This will be another source of 
conference trouble. Appropriation 
in the House bill of $150,000,000 
was left unchanged by the Senate, 
which added an appropriation of 
$10,000,000, however, for Federal 
purchaee and sale of soda nitrates 
for fertilizer. 

Another important Senate addi- 
tion to the bill provides for a joint 
Congressional committee to super- 
vise war expenditures. It was pro- 
posed by Senator Owen, a Demo- 
crat, and incorporated by a vote of 


53 to 31, several other Democrats 
voting with the solid Republican 
membership. 


The Senate also added provisions 
against hoarding of foodstuffs and 
for regulation of grain exchanges, 
authorizing the President to close 
them if necessary to stop specula- 
tion in futures. 

The bill limits government con- 
trol virtually to the original sub- 
jects lof the House measure—food, 
feeds fuels. 


In lieu of the House bill's bread 


provisions for HUcensing food deal- 
ers, the Senate bill limits Federal 
licensing to the following agencies 
and these only which have preducts 
im interstate or foreign 
Wheat elevators, cold storage and 
packing-houses, farm implement 
factories, coal producers and deal- 
ers, and wholesalers of designated 
necessities. 

The House bill's provisions for 
Federal requisitioning of necessaries 
are limited by the Senate to fooda, 
feeds and fuels and other supplies 
for military purposes only. : 

Government purchase and ‘sale of 
foodstuffs to maintain reasonable 
prices. also is limited by the Senate 
bill to fuel, wheat, flour, meal, beans 
and potatoes. | 

The House provision for author- 
ity to requisition factories gener- 
ally was curtailed by the Senate to 
factories, packing-houses, mines and 
other plants needed for military or 
other public use connected with the 
common defense. 

A Senate amendment regarding 
government war supplies purchased 
through the defense council's advis- 
ory commissions would prevent 
members from soliciting Federal 
contracts in which they are pe- 
cuniarily interested. 

Among important provisions of 
the House bill stricken out was that 
establishing a general government 
control of all “necessaries.” 

Neither House nor Senate draft 
contains the original administra- 
tion proposals for government con- 
trol of clothing 
price fixing.

retain the duplicated number, while 
the others will be regarded as un- 
numbered and the process of adding 
them to the lists be followed. 
DISTRICT BOARDS. 
» Another step accomplished dur- 
ing the day was the appointment of 
the district boards of thirty-two of 
the States and announcement of the 
names of the five men who will 
compose each of them. Some States 
have six or eight boards to ease the 
task. Federal judicial districts, the 
areas used for geographical distribu- 
tion of the boards, are divided into 
two or three sections for that pur- 
pose and a separate board named 
for each. 

These district boards will have no 
function until the local boards in 
their territory have bégun to cer- 
tify to them the men found fitted 
for military duty physically and not 
Lurdened with dependents. The 
higher boards are courts of appeal, 
either for the individual or for the 
government, against the findings of 
the local board, 

The question of industrial ex- 
emptions has been turned over to 
these district boards. They will be 
scle judges of any registered man's 
field of greatest service to the na- 
tion, whether in the army or in the 
munitions factory, business house or 
other civilian occupation in which 
he is engaged. 

MISSING NUMBER. 


The first purpose today in check- 
ing the tally sheets was to discover 
one missing number. A blank cap- 
sule was found in the drawing. At 
the time a notation Was placed on 
the tally sheets showing that the 


blanks had come up to No. 10,004. 
The drawing was carried through, 
however, without regard to the 


being placed as No. 10,004. It ap- 
peared more likely that an empty 
capsule had been placed in the jar 
inadvertently than that a numbered 
slip had been lost. The empty pel- 
let was put back each time it came 
up thereafter with the hope that it 
would be found to be 10,501 when 
the drawing was finished. 

When No. 10,499 had been drawn, 
however, the empty capsule was all 
that remained in the jar and it was 
known that one slip nad not been 
placed in the drawing.

That number wil] be 
placed as No. 10,004 in the lability 
lists on the official records, and all 
numbers drawn after that will be 
moved down one point, so that the 
present last number 3217, now 
posted as No. 10,499, will become 
No. 10,600, completing the drawing. 

MINOR CORRECTIONS. 

There will be also other minor 
corrections to make. Until the offi- 
cial list is published, however, no 
definite statement of the probable 
number of revisions can be made. 
Indications are that it will be very 
emall and that the tally sheets were 
kept so carefully that a practically 
perfect result was obtained tmme- 
diately on the discovery of the miss- 
ing number. 

Registrants will not be advised 
efficially to appear for examina- 
tion before local boards until the 
master list of the drawing has 
reached the local: boards. The 
names of those to come forward 
will then be posted and any man 
who fails to appear when notified 
will be promptly hunted down and 
the penalties imposed for attempted 
evasion exacted. i

Kalusz and Perchinsko advanced in- 
to the bend of Lomnica and occa- 
pied Novica they have been occupied 
in beating off counter-attacks by the 
newly-arrived German reinforce- 
ments. It is unfortunate that just 
as the Russians were having every- 
thing their own way heavy rains 
turned the rivers to floodtime con- 
ditions. Every river barrier was thus 
made doubly effective. The west- 
ern bank of the Lomnica Is high, the 
eastern bank is low; the result has 
been that much of the eastern bank 
which is normally dry has . been 
turned into marshes, the way 
through which is exceedingly diffi- 
cult. 

But there was another result 
even more important. The, Rus- 
sians, after taking Kalusz, appeared 
to be well established on the west 
bank of the Lomaica, from its 
mouth near Halicz abmost to its 
headwaters. The swelling of the 
stream, however, made communica- 
tion between the forces in Kalusz 
and their supplies difficult. There- 
fore when the Germans also moved 
rorward from behind the Siwka and 
seized the woods to the north of 
Kalusz, almost surrounding the town 
on the northern side, the Russians 
fell back out of the town, presum- 
ably across the river to the east 
bank. It is in the vicinity of Kaluez 
that the Lomnica is really formed 
by numerous small streams flowing 
tqagether. All of these find their 
origin in the foothills of the Car- 
pathians, and, while they are small, 
in Weather such as has prevailed 
they are apt to form practically a 
continuous marsh, This feature is 
indeed characteristic of most of the 
Galician rivers. The same thing 
happened last year while Brussiloff's 
great offensive was under way, only 
in this case it was the Dniester 
which overflowed its banks and hin- 
dered his operations. 

GREAT BATTLE FOUGHT. 

The Russians appear to hold the 
west bank of the river south of 
Kalusz about Perchinsko, but north 
of that point it seems that the Ger- 
man reaction has completely cleared 
the western bank. A great battle 
is being fought at Novica in the 
bend of the river, and has been go- 
ing on for several days without ad- 
Vantage to either side,

GLENDORA, July 21.—If plans 
matured are carried out, the exten- 
sion of the Pacific Electric from 
Glendora will only be a question of 
a short time. San Dimas is on the 
Los Angeles, Pomona, Ontario and 
San Bernardino electric line. It is in- 
tended to fill the gap between Glen- 
dora and San Dimas. Glendora will 
then be situated on the through trol- 
ley line from Los Angeles to San 
Bernardino, the eastern terminus of 
the road, as it was originally intend-

nection with San Dimas, along 
the foothills, by claims for damages 
for right of way that were regarded 
as inhibditive.

Goethals Offers to Resign to 
Solve the Problem. 


Difficulties Come to a Head 
with Recent Order. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRK)} 
WASHINGTON, July 21.—Presi- 
dent Wilson has made up his mind to 
Intervene in the shipbuilding row 
and will take steps to resolve the 
Situation soon after he returns from 
a week-end trip on the Mayflower. 
The President’s decision to put 
an end to differences that have halt- 
ed the government’s building pro- 
Eramme was made after he had re- 
ceived a letter yesterday from Maj.- 
Gen. Goethals declaring the situa- 
tion appeared hopeless, the 


Zeneral would resign if the Prest- 
dent thought that would solve the 
problem. 

Difficulties between Chairman 
Denman of the Shipping Board and 
Gen. Goethals, manager of the 
board’s emergency fleet corporation, 
Starting over the board's wooden 
ship plans, came to a head last 
week, when the President authorized 


‘the fleet corporation to build ships 


and directed the board to operate 
them. 

Gen. Goethals, taking the order 
to mean as the general manager of 
the corporation, he would bo given 
a free hand, announced a building 


service by following the Shipping 
Board's plans. 

Many believe the present dis- 
agreement might be settled by the 
President himself formulating a 
programme from what both Gen. 
Goethals and the Shipping Board 
have to offer, but possibilities of 
future clashes still are seen by those 
who believe temperamental differ- 
ences between Mr. Denman and Gen. 
Goethals can never be harmonized. 


DENOUNCE BRITISH 
SEIZURE OF SHIPS. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

COPENHAGEN, July 21.—The 
British seizure of German ships was 
denounced as a “brutal assault on 
defenseless merchantmen” and 4&4 
“profiigate act” by Dr. Kriege, di- 
rector of the judicial department of 
the German Foreign Office, in re- 
plying to a question tn the Reichs- 
tag. Dr. Kriege added that Ger- 
many had urged Holland to demand 
an apology for this unheard of vio- 
lation in Dutch waters and a pre- 
cise assurance that it would not re- 
cur.

—Uncle Sam is using a “man meter” 
in the selection of the officers for 
the new national army. 

Dr. Walter Dill Scott, former 
head of the department of psychol- 
ogy of Northwestern University, now 
a government expert, visited here 
today. The “man meter” is said to 
be his itnvention—the result of the 
application of his Knowledge of 
psychology to the task of judging 


men. At the request of a number 
of industrial leaders, he used the 
same plan in connection with big 
husiness organizations, but for some 
‘time he has been in government 
service. 

His plan was presented to the in- 
structors of the reserve officers’ 
training camp, but it will be used 


after the selective machinery had 
been erinding. He previously had 
presented it at Plattsburg, Fort My- 
er and Fort Benjamin Harrison, 
where it is said to have been 
adopted. 

The theory of the “man meter” 
is the establishment of standards by 
which a man may be judged. Dr. 
Scott found a means of doing this. 
As it is applied to the armv’s pres- 
ent task, the basis is established by 
the instructor's comparison of the 
candidate he is tudgine with ten 
army captains under whom he has 
served. 

There are five points to be scored 
—Physical qualities, intelligence. 
military leadership. character and 
general value to the service. Fach 
of the first four is allowed a makxi- 
mum of fifteen points. and the last 
a maximur of fortv peints, making 
190 the hichest possible, or idea)

gence.” the instructor considers

Examinations of Aliens 
are Insisted On. 


[DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

EL CENTRO, July 31.— 
Mexican Consul Parades, sta- 
tioned at Calexico, today 
warned members of the local 
exemption board that an at- 
tempt to subject alien Mexi- 
cans to the physical examina- 
tion following the selection of 
their names to the draft 
might result in serious trou- 
ble.

MERICA has summored her millions of young men by number and 
A by name to carry her Flag forward on the battlefields of Belgium 
and of France. And they have answered as with one voice. 
There has been little cheering, no lustful boasts of valor, no wild abuse 
of the enemy. Our young men have answered quietly, as men are 
apt to answer when without fury, hate or greed they consecrate them- 
selves to the God of Hosts and go forth to fight for principles and 

not for plunder. 


Strange indeed it is to history when a nation that spurns the inti- 
mation of loot, that is uninflamed by hate, and with the full and awful 
glare ofa three years’ war in its eyes, takes up arms-and prepares to 
make such sacrifices as have wracked and exhausted a hemisphere. 


And yet not so gtrange or hard to understand when one reads the 
Constitution upon which our government is founded, and realizes that 
it was something more than mere high-sounding words that our fathers 
wrote, to have thus for 141 years held the fervent allegiance of a free 
people. Not strange when one remembers the ragged patriots that 
tramped with bleeding feet through the snow of Valley Forge; not 
strange when one casts back to scarcely more than a half-century ago 
and reviews the Grand Army that came marching with ‘‘The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic”’ on its lips to uphold the Unior’ and free an en- 


slaved and alien race; not strange when within the memory of almost 
every one of our living soldiers and sailors we gallantly broke the — 


power of Spain and gave freedom to Cuba and the Philippines. ° 
Neither man nor nation can escape the heritage of centuries. And 


every battle that our fathers have fought, from Lexington to the Alamo, 


from Gettysburg to Manilla, has been for liberty.

THE NEWSPAPER BUSINESS. 
The act of Congress of August 12, 1914, 
Section 443, Postal Laws and Regulations, 


requires the publisher, editor, business man- 


ager or owner of every daily newspaper 
published .in the United States to make 
every six months, an‘ file with the depart- 
ment, a written statement under oath of 
the average number of copies of each issue 
of his publication distributed through the 


mails or otherwise to paid subscribers dur | 


ing the prevjous six months. : 
The Times complied with this law on 
April 9, 1917, showing the average circula- 
tion of its daily issue was 67,907 copies, 
and of its Sunday issue was 195,410 copies. 
To make a false statement of circulation 
is perjury, for an get of Congress provides 
that “every person who, having taken an 
oath before a competent tribunal, officér or 
person, in any case in which a law of thé 
Tnited States authorizes an oath to be ad- 
ministered, that he will testify, declare, de- 
»pése or certify truly, or that any written 
testimony, déclaration, deposition or certifi- 
eate by him subsoribed is true, wilfully and 
contrary to such oath states or subscribes 


| any material matter which he does not be 


lieve to be true, is guilty of perjury, and 
shall be punished,” etc. » 

So that the proprietor of a newspaper 
who shotid make and file with the depart- 
ment a false statement under oath that the 
circulation of his paper was 40,000 copies, 
when it was only 20,000, and that it was a 
genuine and bona fide circulation according 
to the standards of the Audit Bureau of 


Circulation of the United States, would vio-— 


jate the act of Congress, would commit per 
jury and would take the chances of being 
compelled to sojourn for a while in a Fed- 
eral penitentiary. 
A misstatement, under oath or otherwise 
as to circulation would also make the liar 


amdfable to the criminal law of the State, 


for obtaining money under fglse pretenses. 
If @ newspaper proprietor makes under 
oath a statement that his journal has & 
circulation of 58,000, when it hae only 40,- 
000, and on the strength of that statement 
a merchant pays for an advertisement in 
the paper, expecting, as a matter of course, 
to get the benefit of the full circulation stip 
ulated and promised by the person 80 in- 
volved in a dishonest way is guilty of ob- 
taining money under false pretenses and 
may be punished for that offense. 


He ranks légally with the liar and cheat 
who obdtains one hundred dollars’ worth of 
goods from a merchant and gives him in 
payment a check for that amount on a bank 
where he has no account. 


It may be that a newspaper proprietor 
who represents the circulation of his jour. 
nal to be double what it is, and thereby in- 
duces an advertising solicitor employed on 
another paper to throw up his honorable 
job and enter into a contract with the liar, 
is not guilty of a criminal offense, but has 


only inflicted a civil injury for which an 


action to recover damages will lie. :

An attempt may possibly be made to 
throw the responsibility for the falsification 
of the circulation records upon certain sub- 
ordinates; but it is authoritatively stated 
that this effort will be vigorously resisted. 

There are offenses against the moral law 
of which the criminal code does not take 
cognizance, but which, when détected and 
exposed, bring upon the offender the well- 
deserved scorn and contempt of the com- 
munity. A habitual Mar, for instance, who 
lies for profit will, when detected, be ostra- 
cized. If he is a merchant he will lose his 
customers. If he is a lawyer he will be 
without clients.

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TEXT OF ORDER. 


The text of the executive order is 
as follows: 

(1.) No person, firm or cor- 
poration shall employ or suffer 
or permit an experienced woman 
to be employed in the mercantile 
industry in California at a rate 
of wages less than $10 per week 
($43.33 per month.) 

(2. The rate for learners 
shall be leas than the minimum 
rate prescribed for experienced 
workers, provided: 

(a) That learners entering 
employment under 18 years of 
age be paid an initial weekly 
wage not less than $6 a week 
($26 per month) for the first @ix 
months of employment, for the 
second six months not less than 
$6.50 per week ($28.17 per 
month,) for the third six 
months not less than $7 per 
week ($30.33 per month,) for 
the fourth six months not less 
than $7.50 per week ($32.50 per 
month,) and for the fifth. six 
months, or when 18 years of 
age, not less than $8 per week 
($34.67 per month.) 

(b) That learners entering 
employment 18 years of age and 
under 20 years of age be paid 
an initial weekly wage of not 
less than $8 per week ($34.67 
per month) for the first six 
months of employment, not less 
than $8.50 per week ($36.83 per 
month) for the second six 
months, not less than $9 per 
week ($39 per month) for the 
third six months, not less than 
$9.50 per week ($41.17 per 
month) for the fourth six 
months and thereafter shall be 
deemed expertenced workers. 

(c) That learners entering 
employment 20 years of age or 
over be paid an initial weekly 
wage of not less than $8 per 
week ($84.67 per month) for 
the first six months of employ- 
ment, for the second six months 
not less than $8.50 per week 
($36.83 per month) and there- 
after shall be deemed experi- 
enced workers and shall be paid 
not less than the minimum wage 
for experienced workers.

That there is danger of the potato 
market in Los Angeles being glutted 
upon the arrival of, the northern 
Potato in about two weeks is the 
Opinion of W. §. Rosecrans, food- 
stuffs commissioner for Los Angeles 
county. The potato yield for Los 
Angeles county, according to figures 
compiled by the Foodstuffs Commit- 
tee, of which Mr. Rosecrans is at 
the head, is at least 20 per cent 
greater than it was last year, and, 
with the northern potato on the 
market, where there also has been 
a similar increase in the yield this 
year, Mr. Rosecrans fears there will 
be a pronounced surplus on hand. 

The purpose of the Foodstuffs 
Committee of Los Angeles county 
is to protect the producer by giving 
him advice that will benefit him in 
the marketing of his product. In 
other words, it is an eGort to assist 
the producer to get the maximum 
price for his product obtainable: Mr. 
Rosecrans has personally made a 
survey of the potato crop of the 
county and the marketing condi- 


tions that will affect its price. Be-

There are not 
enough ships for other purposes.

“The potato growers of this coun- 
ty already have had several frights 
because it looked as though the 
market would drop,” Mr, Rosecrans 
continued, “and only the buying up 
of what would be a surplus on the 
market prevented the price from 
coming way down. But with the 
northern potato here in large quan- 
tities, and the quality of the north- 
ern potato being superior, the situa- 
tion looks somewhat dubious for the 
local man. We are working very 
strenuously to relieve this situation, 
but it is doubtful if we wfll be suc- 
cessful.” 

Although the potato yield for Los 
Angeles county ts 20 per cent. great- 
er than last year, the acreage plant- 
ed to potatoes Is fully 60 per cent. 
greater, Mr. Rosecrans asserted. The 
cause for this, he explained, is both 
climatic conditions and the fact that 
a large part of this acreage has 
been planted by amateurs. 

Mr. Rosecrans fears that the same 
conditions that prevail for the po- 
tato man, that of over-produetion 
for the present marketing condi- 
tions, will confront the onion man, 
However, he has not vet made a 
survey of the onion crop sufficient 
to warrant this statement. The 
cause for the present trouble, he 
gaia, is indiecriminate planting and 
no advice given as to which prod- 
ucts to plant most.

MEANS TREMENDOUS SA 


EFINITE steps will shortly be 
D taken by the retail grocers of 

Los Angeles to eliminate the 
present wasteful and expensive prac- 
tice of delivering small orders of 
merchandise that could just as well 
be carried home by the customers 
making the purchases. It is esti- 
mated that if the 1500 grocery stores 
in this city would co-operate in car- 
rying out this policy several hundred 
men now engaged in this useless 
and unnecessary service would be 
released and their energies directed 
into productive channels, and a sav- 
ing of several hundred thousand dol- 
lars each year would be effected. 
This, if rightfully deducted from 
the grocers’ overhead expense cost, 
could be saved to thé consumers of 
groceries. 

A study of the cost of conducting 
the grocery business of the country 
has been made by the commercial 
economy board of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, and it has been found 
that the delivery cost under the pres- 
ent wasteful methods amounts to 
fully 3 per cent. of the gross amount 
of business done. In Los Angeles 
there are approximately 120,000 
families, whose average grocery bills 
are $40 per month’ making a total 
monthly expenditure of $4,800,000.

TO STOP DUPLICATION. 

“The plan under consideration 
does not contemplate the entire 
elimination of the delivery system,” 
Said a leading grocer, “but merely 
of the endless duplication of service 
that results in sending a delivery ve- 
hicle over the same route three or 
four times each day in delivering 
small articles forgotten when the 
day’s orders were given. Many of 
the stores have adopted the new 
restricted policy, but the rank and 
file still adhere to the old system of 
pleasing the customer by sending 
out some trifling article that was 
forgotten when the order was given 
either at the store or over the tele- 
phone. 

“The one apparently valid ob- 
jection to the new plan is that it 
will throw many men now employed 
as drivers out of work. This is a 
problem, but if the plan is taken 
hold of intelligently such a calam- 
ity may be readily avoided. The 
average driver is employed in the 
storé part of the time anyhow, and 
very often the time consumed by 
the extra trips he is called upon to 
make is snatched from his regular 
duties. But if it Is true, as the men 
who employ labor in large numbers 
assert it is, that good men are scarce 
and hard to get, . the intelligent 
young man who its driving a grocery 
wagon at $15 or $20 per week, as 
the case may be, will find work in 
other lines, where he will be per-' 
forming a useful service and contrib- 
uting to the nation’s industrial effi- 
ciency. 

WOMEN MUST HELP. 

“The success of this plan, how- 
ever, deperids on the co-operation of 
the housewives. If the plan is put 
into effect the average woman will 
think carefully when she places her 
grocery or meat order for the day 
and make sure that she is not for- 
getting some minor article that will 
entall a trip to the store after the 
order has been delivered. With the 
various agencies at work teaching 
household economies, and with the 
patriotism of the women aroused, 
there seems to be little doubt but 
that the plan can be made to work 
out to the benefit of all concerned. 

“But there is one factor that will 
prove vital to the success of the 
plan. 
small parcels and thus cuts his op- 
erating costs he must immediately 
cut his prices in proportion.

| fails to do this he will lose business, 
and the fact that others are doing 
the same thing will not help him, 
because if his customers feel they 
are being imposed upon dissatisfac- 
tion will become rife and other men, 
seeking opportunity to enter busi- 
ness, will open up, and, by selling @ 
trifle cheaper, cut into his trade.

Prisoners had voluntarily enrolled 
in the City Jail school.

One boy took all of the 
seventh and eighth grade in the jail 
school and was rewarded with a 
grammar-school diploma by Supt.

He is 
still studying, but now in San Quen- 
tin Penitentiary, where he is serving 
a term for burglary.

FROM PLAIN “N. B.” 

Of the’ many prisoners who have 
written verses in the bull-nen, a poet 
who calls himself N.B. scribbled his 
thoughts on book margins and soiled 
scraps of paper and has strewn them 
around like chaff. The following 
brief verse was found on the floor: 
“There are billows Way out on the 


ocean 
That will never break on the beach. 
There are waves of human emotion 
That no human mind can reach." 

N.B. has been subjected to bad 

luck for many years. While in the 
Original Mug saloon he engaged a 
detective in an argument. He de- 
clared the detective was his uncle. 
The detective denied the allegation 
and swore he would be avenged for 
the insult. A year and a half later 
the detective arrested N.B. as «a 
“vag."" Later, N.B, was heard from 
in San Quentin, where he was 
sentenced for burglary. A few days 
before he left the police station in 
this city, he wrote about a dream of 
a black tomorrow; which came true: 
“I lay me down and took my burden 

for a pillow, 
I fell] into a dreamless sieep and 

worry closed my eyelids still. 
I awoke on the dawn of a black to- 


morrow 
With a heart that beat no thrill. 


“A life that is struggling onward 

On a road no human eye can scan, 
Hoping and longing for freedom, 
God's greater gift to man. 


“So, with the pall of grief and sor- 
row 


Lying heavily on my heert, 
And the dread of another dark to- 
morrow

EVEN FROM MEXICO. 
Inspired by the flow of poesy 
around him, a Mexican revolution- 
ist, Manuel Delarosa, who could not 
speak English, wrote a verse which 
he copied on a score of postal cards 
to send to his friends in Mexico. 
This was his first lesson in English: 
“I love the name of Washington; 
I love my country, tov; 
I love my old, nice flag: 
It has the red, white and biue.” 
“Lanigan,” a poet, whose bril- 
liancy astounded members of the 
school department, was arrested 
with twenty other hobos in the Los 
Angeles River bed last ‘spring. He 
was sentenced to serve sixty days in 
the City Jail for vVagrancy. He 
penned the poem, “Dreams of the 
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CLASS ROOM- 


Gutter,” in the bull-pen. But now 
he has dropped out of sight, to be. 
picked up as a hobo in some other 
part of the country. 

After some of the pupils had been 
expelled from the jail at the end of 
their sentences, they wrote letters 
to Sam Lacey, expressing their thanks 
for his efforts to remodel their lives.

The influence of the school will be 
the means of bringing its attendants 
back to the path of rectitude. In 
this place a person thinks a lot of 
the past. and the reading of good 
hooks will certainly help one to have 
better thoughts and hopes @r the 
future. 

“TI see men come here at first in 
a spirit of levity to pass the time

when the producing company has its 
own theater the middleman, or ex- 
change, is eliminated, and further- 
more the company is placed more 
closely in touch with its public. 

Coming from the opposite direc- 
tion is a manifestation of activity 
on the part of the exhibitor to get 
into the film game. The new Charlie 
Chaplin contract with the National 
Exhibitors’ League is an instance of 
this. 

‘This drawing together of the pro- 
ducing and exhibiting interests is a 
natural result of the greater develop- 
ment of the industry along all lines, 
but, in particular, perhaps is owing 
to the effort to meet the demand for 
better plays. The exhibitor is prob- 
ably better able to judge of what 
the public wants than the film pro- 
ducer, in the sense that he is more 
closely in touch with that public. 
The producer, on the other hand, by 
owning his own theater can place 
himself in the same position as the 
exhibitor regarding the conception 
of public taste. 

There have been too many loose 
ends in the film business, and any 
move which tends to weave these in- 
to a strong and durable fabric will 
help to secure the future of film- 
land on a more successful basis,

business seems to be the out- 
crowth of recent mergers and ab- 
sorptions, At the same time the star 
®ystem is flourishing as never before.

He was not a deco- 
rator of U-boats, but a below-the- 
surface-of-the-sea sketcher who goes 
down in a diving suit and boheme- 
anders around with the mermaids. 
One of his canvasses was on exhibi- 
tion. It was an undine creature Sap- 
phoaming around with a seaweed 
harp who seemed to be seeking the 
saturate soluticn of a vanished 
aqueous affinity. No one except the 
painter has been able to go down 
into the depths where amoebic 
truth lies at the bottom of the sea. 
So he brings up some protoplasmic 
germs and labels them according to 
a system of his own and, as none 
can g0 down to compare the sample 
with the stock, it is a case of all 
things being the same color to a 
blind man. 

All of these I could contemplate 
dispassionately without envy or sighs 
of emulation, as one might view 
brachipods or the fossils of ichthyo- 
gsaurul in museums. But when one 
has made a little headway with 
normalapros, and has learned 
enough to know that Harold Bell 
and Willard Huntington Wright are 
not even first cousins, and has just 
gotten W. L. Henry, William and 
Lloyd George classified, and learns 
there is still another authoric au- 
thority by that name, and when a 
pastel youth with a high-speed 
Adam's apple gets up and—halting- 
ly, let it be admitted, and with due 
deliberation, perhaps, to impress his 
audience with the aeontec lapse of 
time between his infant precocity 
and the painfully-acquired nineteen- 
ness under which he staggers—con- 
fesses that he read Henry James 
when he was 7 years old, one 
chaotically begins to recret a mis- 
spent youth, wasted on Shakespeare, 
Plato and St. Paul, and sets in 
“highly to resolve,” first: To spend 
at least ten minutes a day obeving 
the streetcaral tniunction to read 
that versatile journal which § will 
not only acquaint one with all the 
germinating fournalists, but enable 
one to converse learnediy on any 
given subject. 

Second: Rut stay yve' One 
does not get so far as that. There 
is no such thing as dicested litera- 
ture. It must not be! It must be 
culped and gobbled and turned in- 
to a vodkian ferment. And there 
are no magazines anv more, anvwar, 
except the Masses, the New Repub- 
lic and the Seven Adts. Hear ye 
them! 

And then vortex of ~yoices 
sweeps one {nto a submerged state 
of semiconsciousness, where one 
hears such hissing epithets as Thsan- 
ity and Paranoves. and a Shavin- 
aigrette is hurled across the room 
and somewhere in the hallwav— 
something shatters. At first T thought 
ft was the aura of a crvstal-cazer's 
giobe,. but it was the transom 
through -which I was ciambering 
after a brief, but acute, attack of 
celehritomania durine the delirium 
of which T am reported to have 
repeatediv shrteked: 

“Oh, middle-aged. M'!ddle-Weer 
mediocritv, where is thy stinc” 
Oh anarch-erudition, where ts thr 
victory?” 4 
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the publicity management, bv the 
that they have all behaved 
with the utmost generosity in the 
matter of having their bookings cast 
aside in this rude manner. They 
have felt sorry for a local impre- 
sario who was let in for a consid- 
erable loss, through no fault of his 
own, unless it was being too good- 
natured. This does not in the least 
mean that Los Angeles would not 
pay to hear these artists !ndivid- 
ually; it simply means that we de- 
cidedly do not want the Chautauqua 
because we have outgrown the par- 
ticular needs of the scheme. 
Chautauquas are excellent things 
for people of the Middle West who 
are snowbound all through the win- 
ter, and who, when the ice breaks 
on the lake, enjoy taking their en- 
tire families down to the shore and 
attending the Chautanqua as their 
mothers attended the revivalist 
meetings. But what do people with 
cathedrals want to do with camp 


meetings? And what does a city 
with such an organization as, for 
example, our Philharmonic course 


have to do with third-rate (for the 
most part) performers who are 
sandwitched in between even small- 
er-fry lecturers? Talk of carrying 
coals to Newcastle—it is more like 
striking a match to find our way 
about in the glaring sunlight. We 
don’t need it. It is altogether too 
provincial and collegiate and back- 
woodsy. What do persons who are 
shortly to hear Leo Orstein interpret 
hie music of the new democracies, 
have to do with the Maiden’s Prayv- 
er done a quatre mains? r some 
such impossible effort as the Ital- 
fan Quartette, which did not blush 
to sing along side of Schumann- 
Heink? And as for the preach- 

The whole trouble was that the 
managers of the Chautauqua did not 
realize that their wares were not 
plausible for any city which has out- 
grown its swaddling clothes, and 
then they blame the community for 
not buving. nd as for those in the 
city who hope tastes of the poppy- 
spray varidty, they were too shot to 
go anywhere, and above all too hot 
to be educated. They would rather 
go to Venice and cool off than stay 
in town and be lectured to, and 
they are perfectly richt. 


It is an excellent symptom of a 
new vitality when a community re- 
fuses to be cleansed mentally and 
spirituall’. In the first place it be- 
tokens a sincere faith in individual 
liberty and a wholesome conviction 
of personal righteousness When 
Mr. Blank of Timbuctoo comes and 
tells us how to believe and how to 
behave, we politely turn our backs 
and move on, convinced that our 
way of believing and behaving is 
as efficacious as his, and that if he 
had come from India instead of 
from Timbuctoo he would have 
opinions entirely different from 
those which he now expresses with 
#9 much violence. Consequently we 
efuse to be impressed. It is only 
the hypocritical and the ultra-hum- 
ble, of the Uriah Heep type, who are 
impressed by sermons of the per- 
sonal code. The healthy man !s un- 
conscious of being so terribly in 
need of cleansing. There is nothing 
more humiliating to observe than 
the flocking of many persons to hear 
themselves called «sinners the 
manner of Billy Sunday. The only 
redeeming feature about that phe- 
nomenon being the perfectly obvious 
one that his notorious vulgarity is 
the drawing card of that particular 


cleanser, and, of course, the horrors 
which he predicts as waiting for us 
are on the curriculum of every con- 
ventional reformer, and they are an 
entirely safe bet, for even the most 
careless prophet takes only a small 
chance of being refuted when he 
predicts misfortune and discomfi- 
ture. 

Our having failed to observe the 
Chautauqua with rapture therefore 
strikes me as something to be ex- 
tremely proud of as an advance- 
ment over the pony express days 
and as settling with ease into our 
stride as a full-grown entity which 
walks itn the blessedness of maturity 
without guiding hands and other 
cumbersome obstacles. 


NOW'S TIME 
TO EAT FISH. 


Both Health and Economy 
Urge Upon Us Seasonable 
Indulgence in One of Our 
Greatest Domestic Food 
Supplies.

A few weeks ago New England 
fishermen, dipping into the mack- 
erel run, came into port loaded and 
overloaded with catches of that de- 
licious, nourishing fish, so seldom 
seen on the tables of the poor and 
of the moderately well-to-do In its 
fresh, and its best, estate that it has 
long been esteemed a dainty of the 
wealthy only. In Boston, after that 
exceptional haul of mackerel, the 
fish sold in the best shops at 12 
cents per pound. In Philadelphia 


— 


ket for one fresh mackerel, or for 
a score, ran at 13 and 14 cents per 
pound; while in the Italian quar- 
ter—-where knowledge of the 
resources shames the American 
housewtfe—the advance was little 
more than a cent or two. FEvery- 
one who knows the delights of fresh 
mackerel could afford it. 

There have been hauls of other 
table fish this summer which make 
it appear that, by some blessed dia- 
pensation similar to tnat of the rain, 
falling alike on the just and the 
unjust, We Americans, confronting 
food prices unprecedented in our 
history, share in some worldwide 
miracle of the fishes equally with 
the now half-starved Germans, to 


whom the tmmense catches off their 
coasts have afforded a vast relief 
from their meat privation. The 


difference is that the Germans have 
jumped at the chance of eating thetr 
boon of fish food, while we as a 
people are still enchained to our 
meat diet by our national reluctance 
to eat fish, a reluctance modified of 
late years only by the growing com- 
prehension among us that Friday, 
Set apart as a day of abstinence for 
millions of our population, has a 
distinct dietarv value inhering tn Its 
religious application. 

If this summer shall bear out the 
promise of its earlier weeks, by all 
means let us be as sensible as were 
the Jews when their manna fell to 
them in the desert. Let us refoice 
in our season's plenty and eat plenty 
of fish. And {tf the hauls be no 
more than usual, by all means let us 
eat plenty of fish anvway, even if 
we have to relinquish for a day our 
war-increased devotion to labor and 
zo out and catch them ourselves. 
Our seaboards, our takes and our 
rivers teem with riches that provide 
not only sustenance ample for our 
bodies, but the hearty appetite of 
the fisherman for their enifoyment. 

The fugitive literature of the day 
is being enlivened with anecdotes 
of Hughey Green, who has been a 
maior in the EPrititsh army on the 
streneth of his fish—and of how 
strong his fish hecame before he he- 
came a maior He is the poor 
Seotch lad who, engrossed with his 
gospel of fish, tramped from office 
to office of the government bigwigs 
with samples under his arm, the 
samples stendilvy making a more 
lively impression on the noses of 
his hosts than his arguments did 
on their ears. Rut Hughey Green 
and his fish won their way at last, 
and he has been furnishing fish to 
the Canadian and British armies at 
the rate of 7.909,000 pounds per 
month—enough to change matertal- 
lv and to improve the diet of the 
millions of men under arme. and, 
incidentally, to make the propa- 
gandist a military 
ognized rank. 

We need a Hughey Green more 
for our civil than for our military 
popubation. Apart from the barren 


accustomed to it, we can well afford 
to eat fish, not merely once a week, 
but four or five times. We will be 
all the better for It. 


Physicians who have at heart the 
welfare of the nation alternatelv de- 
spair and weary of tnetr profession- 
al iteration: “Eat less: so, too, may 
the public, although = everybody 
knows we dearly love to be told what 
fe the matter with our little insides. 
Rut sometimes a new phase appears 
for the “eat-less’’ educational cam- 
paten, and the new phase is In evi- 
dence here. The person who ¢can- 
not bring himself to any restriction 
in the volume of food he ingests 
three times a dav will find in fish a 
food which, weight for weight, sup- 
plies much less protein than {fs to he 


digested in meats. He can. there- 
fore, satisfy with fleh an appetite 
demanding a similar volume of 


meat, but at a marked decrease in 
the Inbor the meat imposes on his 
vital organs, notably the kidneys. In 
a modified form, it Is the familiar 
“Eat and grow thin” over again. 

Now !s the time to eat fish, for 
fish is best in season. Out of its 
season, it is prone to lose both flavor 
and nutritive values. The various 
species differ widely in nutritive and 
digestive qualitias. Flounder and 
oveters are much more readily di- 
gested than are fish containing fat 
in large proportions, like salmon 
and herring. A good rule to work 
by {is to remember that white-fleshed 
fish commonly contain little fat, and 
that tin hot weather the human body 
requires low values in food, although 
the appetite may demand volume of 
food. 

From the purely medical stand- 
point fish is advantageous because 
the proportion of protein as com- 


pared with meat ts low and it con- 
tains almost none of the injurious 
extractives —purins, allexins and 


other elements that are the poisons 
constituting the basis of the animo 
acids Hable to destroy the kidney 
cells and set up arterio sclerosis. 
Any dietician could furnish a book 
of comparisons between meats and 
fish, every fact and figure of which 
would drive home the lesson we 
need as to the larger consumption 
of fish. Rut the man or woman 
who will simply take advantage of 
the relatively low prices attending 
seasonable use of our large wealth 
of fish foods will find that this Its 
one of the best fish stories ever told,

Case of Young Girl Believed to 
be Prophetess is the Subject of 
an Inquiry by Church Dignitaries.

Tribune:}) A, visit to the farm of 
Claire Ferchaud, the taventy-one- 
year-old peasont girl and modern 
Joan of Arc, who is said to have 


the same visions of the supernat- 
ural as the great medieval leader, 
shows that the residents of the sur- 
rounding country have faith in the 
youthful prophetess. | 

The home of the young woman is 
the scene of a real pilgrimage, 
many of the visitors belng soldiers 
on furlough. At the foot of a small 
altar in the home of the girl's 
mother, on which is placed an im- 
age of the virgin, there is a large 
basket filled with photographs. 
Thirty thousand of them age report- 
ed to have been depasited in this 
small temple by soldiers seeking 
heavenly protection of the “Child of 
the Rinfillieres,” as the yogng wom- 
an is known. 

“KRinfillieres” is the name of the 
farm on which she was born. It is 
in Vendee, at Puy Saint Bonnet, 
twelve kilometers from Cholet. This 
is the country of miracles. Every- 
where can be seen wayside shrines, 
such as are common in Catholic 
countries, and to reach the home of 
the “savior of France” a genuine 
pilgrimage over high, rugged rocks 
is necessary. 

FARM IS ON THE HIGH HILAJ. 

It is on the summit of a high hill 
amid nature and near the hegvens 
that Rinfillieres was found. Mme. 
Jeanne Ferchaud, the girl's mother, 
was busy making linen coiffures, 
such as are worn in the country ‘dis- 
tricts of France. A religious image 
hangs on the walls of the modest 
home. Ignoring all that has served 
to make her daughter famous, the 
mother said: 

“Clatre has visions? — She hears 
voices? I see or hear nothing. What, 
then, can I say? Nothing. But I 
know this much. Since these re- 
ports have been circulated about her 
I sincerely regret the quietness 
which has been lost, the daily vis- 
its and the crowd of strangers, of 
whom many are more curtous than 
pilgrims. They disturb and bore 

Ana Mme. Ferchaud really had 
the appearance of having ‘been an- 
noyed. “If it continues,” she added, 
“TI shall have the farm condemned 
by the town collector.” Mme. Fer- 
chaud left the visitor to go and 
care for her cattle. 

The door of the small chapel, 


where the young girl was entranced, 
bears a sign in the uncertain hand 
of Claire Ferchaud herself and con- 
taining a mistake in spelling, re- 
questing persons to close the door. 
‘Texts conceived by her are in curious 
contrast to this badly written sign. 
Persons who have read them say they 
are written in the highest doctrine, 
clear and firm, with disconcerting 
color pictures. 

As to the prophetess herself. Ifttle 
is known, the best informed Catholics 
maintaining the closest reserve. The 
Vicar-general of the Bishop of 
Poitiers said: 

A CHURCH INQUIRY. 

“With regard to the reality of 
the mission Claire Ferchaud .has re- 
ceived we do not know much. All 
1 can say is that the religious power 
has intervened to the extent of its 
ability to consider the facts which 
have been submitted. An episcopal 
commission has been named to take 
note of the writings of the young 
woman. This commission has not 
yet rendered a decision.”’ 

While this clerical discussion has 
been going on popular imagination 
has attributed many things to this 
modern Joan of Are. One country- 
man was convinced that the recent 
French success was foreseen by the 
prophetess, and that if Gen. Lyautey 
resigned from the Ministry of War 
it was because he had refused to 
confide his commands at the front 
to the young woman, © 

In a letter which she sent to her 
parents, Claire Ferchaud is the first 
to object to the words she is said 
to have uttered and the pretensions 
she is reported to have. 

“It is a little pretentioug to say it 
is I who ehall save France,” she 
wrote. “It is neither I nor human 
means. As to those who ask infor- 
mation about me tell them I know 
nothing. I ask them to pray for me 
rather than to be curious.” 

Be that as it may, Rinfillleres is 
seeing a real pilgrimage, a real 
pious movement. In several weeks 
this young girl has made a hillside, 
lost in endee, blessed ground, 
where come from all parts believers 
to pray and tourists to admire the 
superb site. 


RIFLE BARRELS. 


Straightening Them an Operation 
of Great Delicacy. 
{Scientific American Supplement.] 
Following the reaming operation in 
rifle manufacture, which leaves the 


bore of the barrel smooth and pol- 
ished, comes one of the mosts deli- 


cate and exacting operations § in 
gunmaking, that of straightening 
the interior of the barrel. In 


straightening a barrel everything de- 
pends on the ekill and experience of 
the operator, for although machines 
have been devised to perform this 
dificult work, they still require 
skilled men to operate them, and 
they cannot turn out as much work 
as is done by hand by the old method 
that has been practiced for years, 
and which can only be acquired by 
long éxperience. 

The straightening block has a 
heavy base, on which are fixed two 
hardened bars of steel, set a short 


| distance apart, and at an angle with 

(ne another. A north window is 
necessary, where a steady, unob- 
structed light is had, and the upper 
half of this window usually has a 
large pane of fine ground glass. 
Across this glass, at about the mid- 
dle is fixed a straightedge of wood. 
The operator places a barrel on a 
rest and looks through it at the 
straightedge on the window, observ- 
ing the shadow cast by the edge on 
the polished interior of the bore. 

This shadow extends about half 
way down the bore, and if the latter 
is perfectly straight the shadow 
shows two straight dark lines, one 
on either side of the bore, and slight- 
ly below its center. If, however, 
there is a crook in the bore the lines 
of the shadow diverge from a 
straight line, and zigzag in various, 
directions as the operator revolves 
the barrel by jhand; this indicates 
that there are frooks in the barrel 
To correctly o@serve these delicate 
indications requires unusually per- 
fect sight, and to locate the point 
and nature of the crook is a matter 
of long experience and judgment. 

When the operator has located a 
crook he lays the barrel across the 
bars of his straightening block, with 
the high point of the curve upper- 
most, and strikes it with a heavy 
hammer made of copper or babbit 
imetal, and great judgment is neces- 
sary to know just how hard to strike 
to remove the crook. This process 
of observation and Straightening is 
repeated until the two shadow lines 
are perfectly true for one-half of the 
Jength of the barrel, and then {s re- 
peated for the other half, observa- 
— being taken from the opposite 
end. 

Another method of straightening 
sometimes practiced is by placing 
in the muzzle of the gun a lens cov. 
ered with cement, in which a circle 
is scratched. On looking through 
the barrel with a suitable light a 
series of rings appear in the bore, 
and the slightest lack of concentric- 
ity of these rings indicates a defect. 
This is said to be an extremely del- 
icate test.

| <All Latin America is affected with

| Continent proceeds to analyze condi- 
i tions which lead up to the recent 
meeting: 
“The method emploved for propa- 
gating the gospel in Mexico from the 
| beginning has been one of compe- 
tition and each denomination for it-

'deep spirit of co-operation which is 
moving the churches south of Pana- 
ma is takine hold of the Mexican 
churches. The day sessions of the 
conference were taken up In listen- 
ing to and afterwards discussing the 
reports of commissions Appointed

Method and mese*age, education, lit- 
erature, woman's work, medical 
work, survey and occupation, the 
church on the fleld and home base. 
_ Drs. Vanderbilt, Wallace and Arrel- 
lano and Prof. Brown of our mis- 
'fion had the honor of being chair- 
jman of four of these commissions, |. 
iwhile the editor of our Mexican 
‘church paper, Dr. Arrellano, was 
‘elected chairman of the convention. 
In spite of the opinion of several of 
the leaders of the convention, who 
thought it unwise to hold evening 
popular sessions for fear of outside 
disturbances, the programme was 
carried out as at first planned. The 
, meetings were as orderly and as 
free from annoyances as those of 
any conference in the States.” 

Tt ts that the delegates 
left the convefition with a new un- 
derstanding toward the South 
American republicae and the United 
States. Thie was the first time, that 
they really heard what their neigh- 
bors to the south of them were do- 
ing In evangelistic work. Thev knew 
that for many years conventions had 
heen held in various places for a 
closer union among the Latin 
American republics and the United 
States along commercial and scien- 
tific lines. Now thev know that this 
union is to be further cemented by 
putting it on a religious basis. 

Delegates to the Mexico City 
meeting report that, despite all the 
difficulties and baffling conditions, 
despite undoubted inconsist- 
encies In his prograinme, Carranza is 
the best thing in sight for Mexico. 
All the missionaries are for him. 
They report that the United States 
seems nnable to realize the extent of 
the pacification and the progress of 
order and education and improved 
self-government that is to be found 
south of the Rio Grande. There Is 
a general good will toward the :inis- 
ejonaries, and both government and 
populace feel that these representa- 
tives of American altruism are a 
reeded force to effect the stability 
and high level of democracy.

Tfrom despair, breadth from narrow- 


stands for depth of mind, a willing- 
ness to test every interpretation and 
to hold fast to the fact. It stands 
for height of mind, a willingness to 
give to the mind imagination and to 
follow its flight into unknown realms. 
it stands for a hedrt in the individ- 
ual, which is kind, warm, tender, 
sympathetic, responsive. It also 
stands for a will which is as free 
from stubbornness and obstinacy as 
it is remote from weakness and in- 
difference. It means a character 
which spells welcome to thoughts, 
warm and strong. 

Intellectual hospitality means that 
the teacher welcomes the suggestion 
of the student, the employer the help 
of the employee as to better meth- 
ods of management, the churchman 
of one faith the acceptance of belief 
from an adherent of another creed, 
the classicalist interpretations 
the scientist, the captain a judgment 
from the private, and the preacher 
a theme from the pew. It is op- 
posed to exclusiveness and to reclu- 
siveness. It means keeping the front 
door of the mind open to all good 
thoughts and feelipgs and the back 
door and the cellar door shut to all 
is evil, dark or fearful. It 
means getting the better out of the 
worse, the more out of the less, hope 


ness, appreciation from contempt, 
praise from indifference, knowledge 
from ignorance, and love from ha- 
tred. 

Mr. Lincoln embodied the grace 
above most human leaders. He kept 
his mind and heart free to sugges- 
tions from every point of the com- 
pass. John Stuart Mill, as a philos- 
opher and economist, illustrated the 
same great virtue. He sought for 
truth in every field; and to each vis- 
itor he held out a heart and a 
hand of sympathetic welcome. 
Intellectual hospitality belongs to 
nations, quite as much as to in- 
dividuals; its lack is possibly even 
more impressive in nations. Of all 
modern nations Germany perhaps is 
the most alarming example of its 
lack. Unto itself ‘Germany thinks 
itself sufficient. Not only in a time 
of war, but also in time of peace, 
the virtue itself has a beautiful Iil- 
lustration in the history of Japan 
for the last two generations. The 
little kingdom of the sea has opened 
itself to intellectual visits from many 
climes and zones. It has gathered 
up suggestions, interpretations from 
thinkers, scholars, administrators of 
every realm, and has engrafted these 
suggestions into its own body poli- 
tic, civil, educational, personal. 

In a time of war a nation is al- 
most obliced to show itself. inhos- 
pitable. In self-defense it may ex- 
clude or expel strangers, who, in 
ordinary times, would become prop- 
er guests. The doctrine of extremes 
is in peril of being applied. At this 
very hour, be it said, the Ameri- 
can educational system which ought 
to be hospitable above most forces 
is menaced by inhospitality. For in 
the worthy antagonism against Ger- 
many, the great German authors, as 
toethe and Schiller, are liable to 
be shut out of our course of study. 
The reason is plain. In the hard 
and just antagonism to Germany ev- 
erything German, even its best of- 
ferings, may be denied acceptance. 
But on the whole a gracious inter- 
pretation should be given to what- 
ever may minster to the best life and 
development of America. 
Ihtellectual hospitality implies iIn- 
tellectual discrimination. It repre- 
sents the power to judge between the 
charlatan and the honest man, be- 
tween the unworthy and the worthy, 
between the illegitimate and the 
jlegitimate, between the marauder 


and the guest. If this discrimina- 
tion be lacking, both the intellect 
and the heart are liable to be im- 
posed upon. If one keep open house, 
the peril is that those who ought 
not’ may come in. It is said that

Though Wounded Five Times 
with Shot and Shell and Once 
Near Death When a Hospital 
Ship was Torpedoed, He has

Altogether I have been laid low 
eight times, including five times 
wounded with shot and shell, but I 
have one consolation—I have bagged 
forty-five Germans. If on my re- 
turn to France I should fall, all I 
can say is that I have had my day, 
and the enemy will have got their 
own back. 
Altogether, I have had three years’ 
service in the British army, and I 
am just having a short leave before 
I return to the front again, for you 
see, I have joined up again for 
twenty-one years, or for the duration 
of the war. 
. The first time tHe Germans hit 
e was at La Bassee, at the com- 
mencement of the war. Not long 
afterwards I got plugged again at 
Messines, and had hardly got going 
decently before I had shrapnel 
Planted in my back. 
At Hill 60 my head got in the way 
of a well-aimed bullet, which passed 
through my head and came out at 
the neck. I managed to defy this

When I got with my boys again 
the Huns gave us it thick. “Jack 
Johnsons,” “whizz-bangs,” bursting] 
shells, gas shelis, in fact, every kind 
of shell the German arsenals could 
produce, were poured upon us. In 
the midst of the inferno I heard 
someone call out. I yelled back, 
“Who are you?” and, rushing for- 
ward with my rifle and bayonet, I 
called upon the stranger to halt. 


He told me the shelling had brok- 
en his line. I told him to jump 
into a shell hole with me, and he 
did eo. He had no sooner got un- 
der cover than a “naughty one” 
burst just over us, knocking about 
ten of us out. My steel helmet was 
shattered to pieces, and I got some 
of it planted in my back and neck. 
I also received a big gash in my 
arm, but my injuries were slight 
compared with those of the others. 

On regaining my senses, I picked 
Capt. Skinner up, but I could not 
get him through the densely-wooded 
lines. I, however, managed to make 
my way through the shell holes, 
and when 1 saw that it would be 
unwise to take the gallant officer any 
further, I left him in a shell hole, 
and then ran as fast as I could for 
the stretcher-bearers.

| New Edition of “Erewhon” Calis Attention Again to Masterly Satire 
and Indictment of Social State—New and Tragic Novel by Edith 


Wharton—Ditto by William 


Whimey to Write of War Themes.

AMUBL BUTLER’S “Erewhon” 
been given a new edition 
BE. P. Dutton & Co., and 
though it first appeared in 1872, and 
again in 1901, its satirical castiga- 
tien of society and civilization is 
even more timely than when But- 
ler wrote of the imaginary kingdom 
onto which he stumbled across a 
remote mountain range. Butler was 
not nearly so big a man of his own 
day as of ours; he was neither ap- 
preciated nor understood, and for 
most part was regarded merely 
“disagreeable,” though he had a 
understanding of sci- 


/ ence than many not obscure in his 


time: he would have been an au- 
therity on literature if he had not 
so truculentis denounced aj] au- 
therity; he was a painter of far 
more ability than ambition, and has 
of late been accorded pre-eminence 
as an author, particularly as a sat- 
irist. 

“Brewhon” (pronounced E-re- 
whon) ie meaty satire, not in the 
least dependent on lambent wit or 
eulek4turned phrases for its effects. 

Butler ridicules criminal law, 
valetudinarianism, vegetarianism, 
babies and birth, mechanics, morals, 
education, and most everything that 
the social state is heir to. It is 
very much of a general indictment 
of mankind. In the topsy-turvy 
werld of Erewhon those things 
which we prize are discredited or 
absurd extremes; 


» canny note of earnestness in his 


premise that man will eventually be 
conquered by machines. All ma- 
chinery was suppressed and 
wrecked in Erewhon because the 

| ers thought they realized

ished wrote: 
“lt can be answered that even 


' theugh machines should hear never 


so well and speak never so wisely, 
will always do the one or the 
our advantage, not their 
man will be the ruling 
and the machine the servant;

“This is all very well. But thd 
servant glides by imperceptible ap 
proaches into the master; and we 
must have come to such a pass that, 
even now. man must suffer ternbly 
on ceasing to benefit the machines, 
Tf all machines were to be annihi- 
lated at one moment, so that not a 
knife. nor lever, nor rag of clothing 
nor anything whatsoever were left 
to man but his bare body alone 
that he was born with, and iff all 
knowledce of mechanical laws were 
taken from him so that he could 
make no more machines, and all 
machine-made food destroyed s50 
that the race of man should be left 
as if it were naked upon a desert 
island, we should become extinct 
t™ six weeks. A few miserable in- 
@ividuals might linger, but even 
these in a year or two would be- 
come worse than monkeys. Man’s 
very soul ts due to the machines; 
7% a machinemade thing: he 
thinks as he thinks and feels as he 
feels, through the work that ma 
chines have wrought upon him, and 
their existence is as much a sine 
@ua non for his, as for theirs. This 
fact precludes us from proposing 
the complete annihilation of ma- 
Ghinery, but surely it indicates that 
we should destroy as many of them 
as we can possibly dispense with, 
lest they should tyrannize over us 
even more completely.” 

The argument is much longer— 
and very nearly convincing, though 
machines did not begin to domli- 
nate mankind while Butler lived as 
they do now. 

And «0 it is all through “Ere- 
whon.” Butler is an ingenious logt- 
clan. contrary and perverse,” but 
forcing symptoms of plausibility out 
of the utterly abeurd. Inctdentally. 
Pernard Shaw has acknowledged 
that some of his tdeas and much 
of his inepiration for paradoxes and 
inversions have been gleaned fro 
Retier and particularily from “Ere- 
whon.”

Tragedy—the suicide of a 
beautiful girl—is in the back- 
ground; and more than that is the 
reputation that Boyce has for cow- 
ardice in the Boer War, though in 
France men bandy glowingly from 
lip to lip tales of his. successful 
and cold-blooded daring. But 
Betty impulsively marries another 
officer—who is killed, as men are 
likely to be; but the gap between 
her and Maj. Boyce cannot be 
closed, for, though the gallant fel- 
low is largely the victim of cir- 
cumstances, he is not entirely free 
from guilty responsibflity for the 
situation which he solves, or seeks 
to solve, by an act of cowardice— 
or bravery, as you please—unbecom- 
ing to a man brave as he is. Though 
perhaps after all his bravery in it- 
self is symptomatic of cowardice. 

“The Red Pianet” is too stark and 
tragic a story for those who cher- 
ish Mr. Locke to give it a very high 
place among his books; but it 
would be an impertinence indeed to 
expect him in such times as these 
to write with the amusing gaiety 
that charmed all who read in more 
peaceful days. 


PEACE PLOT. 

“From Hamburg to the Persian 
Gulf the-net is spread,” said Presi- 
dent Wilson, in his Flag Day 
speech. He added: “Is it not easy 
to understand the eagerness for 
peace that has been manifested from 
Berlin ever since the snare was set 
and sprung?” Here is full and offi- 
cial recognition of t Prussian 
scheme which was first revealed to 
America by Andre Cheradame in his 
recent book, “The Pan-German Plot 
Unmasked” (Scribners.) How near 
Germany is to complete realization 
of her purpose is shown by a glance 
at the map. Observe the web reach- 
ing from Hamburg to the Persian 
Gulf. This territory forms the back- 
bone of Burope—and of a world em- 
pire. It ts the Mitteleuropa of the 
Pan-German League. It is the terri- 
tory Germany started out to get in 
the present war. And she has prac- 
tically accomplished her purpose. 
Hence Germany is ready for peace. 
She wants to call it a draw. She is 
even willing to make concessions— 
but not “from Hamburg to the Per 
sian Gulf.” 


MARK TWAIN’S START. 


Among the interesting stories 
about Mark Twain, unearthed by Al- 
bert Bigelow Paine, his biographer, 
is one relating in Twain's own words 
how he started on a writing career. 
The story is told as related to Mr. 
Paine at Harper & Bros., Twain's 
publishers, who are this year cele- 
brating the one-hundredth birthday 
of the house, having been established 
in 1817. 

The first paragraph which Mark 
Twain wrote when he began his edi- 
torial duties with the Virginia City 
Enterprise was this: 

“A beautiful sunset made Beranger 
a poet, a mother’s kiss made BPen- 
jamin West an artist, and $15 a week 
makes us a journalist.”

the first page of “A. Captain Un- 
afraid”’—“it was inevitable that I 
should drift into filibustering.

ing had been effectively enforced— 


the unfolding of secrets begins, that 
its avoidance was accomplished 
throngh no shadow of connivance at 
Washington, for every instrument at 
the hand of this government was ex- 
erted to the utmost to prevent its 
infraction and to maintain an atti- 
tude of strict neutrality —Cuba might 
still be the victim of Spain’s mur- 
derous misrule, the acquisition of 
our entering-wedzge into the West In- 
dies—Porto Rico—would have been 
postponed for years, and the Fili- 
pinos might still be fighting with 
each Other and the Spantards.” 


SCANDALIZED GHOSTS. 

The many readers of Edward 
Lucas White’s “El Sunpremo” (FE. P. 
Dutton & Co.,) which, published last 
fall, has shown with every month 
since its appearance steadily in- 
creasing sales, have all been mys- 
tified and had their curiosity piqued 
by the dedication of the novel. It 


reads: “To the Scandalized and In- 
dienant Ghosts of John Parish Rob- 
ertson and William Parish Robert- 
son this Book is Ironically Dedi- 
cated.” Its explanation its to be 
found in the source from which Mr. 
Lucas took much of the materia! for 
his story of life In Paraguay a cen- 
tury ago. These Robertson brothers 
were Scotch merchants who in the 
early part of the last century ac 
cumulated a large fortune in the 
South American trade. They went 
to Montevideo and thence to Asun- 
cion when quite young, soon after 
the failure of England to acquire 
dominion over that region—an effort 
of which a stirring and colorful story 
is told by W. H. Hudson tn “The Pur- 
ple Land” (E. P. Dutton & Co.)— 
and they knew well] Dr. Francia, the 
Dictator of Paraguay, the hero of 
Mr. White’s novel, “El Supremo.” 
He quarreled with and banished 
them because they fafled to get for 
him the arms he needed and in 
consequence they hated him con- 
sumedly. In the thirties and forties 
of the last century interest in Dr. 
Francia as the most mysterious and 
autocratic ruler on earth was high 
in Europe and information about him 
hard to obtain. So the Robertsons 
wrote two three-volume books, in 
which they recounted all their expe- 
riences of twenty years before in 
Paraguay. From their reminiscences 
Mr, White has taken nearly all the 
intimate, detailed descriptions of life, 
people, manners and customs that 
give his novel such remarkable and 
exotic color and make it seem so 
like a moving tapestry of people and 
scenes. But they constantly vilified 
Francia throughout their books and 
Mr. White, looking through thelr 
abuse, visioned him as a different 
sort of man, a man much better than 
they described him as being. So he 
amused himself by dedicating his ful! 
length portrait of the man they so 
hated to their “scandalized and ina- 
dignant ghosis.”

Boris Sidis Says Educational 
Methods are as Iniquitous 
and Destructive as Pedagogic 
Bigotry Can Make Them. 


PHILISTINE AND GENIUS. By Boris 
Sidis. Richard G. Badger, Boston. 


“Philistine and Genius” is a 


strange commencement address to 


have been delivered at any univer- 
sity, particularly at Harvard: but 
when one learns that Boris Sidis 
did the delivering it does not seem 
60 inexplicable, Prof. Sidis, educa- 
tor and psychologist, considers mod- 
ern education and its methods about 
as iniquitous and destructive to the 
quota of genius in every child’s 
mind as pedagogic bigotry can make 
them. 


“We regard,” he says, “the child’s 
mind as a tabula rasa, a vacant lot, 
and empty on it all our rubbish and 
refuse. We labor under the delusion 
that stories and fairy tales, myths 
and deceptions about life and mind 
are good forthe child’s mind. . . . 
If credulity in old wives’ tales, lack 
of individuality, sheepish submissive- 
ness, barrack-discipline, unques- 
tioned and uncritica] belief in author- 
ity, meaningless imitation of jingles 
and gibberish, memorization, of 
Mother Goose wisdom, repetitidn of 
incomprehensible prayers and arti- 
cles of creed, unintelligent aping of 
g00d manners, silly games, preju- 
dices and superstitions and fears of 
the supernormal and supernatural, 
are censured in adults, why should 
we approve of their cultivation in 
the young?” 

Prof. Sidis scorns the theory of 
fear “to strain” the child's brain, 
and insists that in “directine” the 
course of the use of the child's en- 
ergies we do not force the child. 
“Consider the fact that our chil- 
dren spend nearly eight years in the 
common school, studying spelling 


and arithmetic, and do not know 


them when they graduate. Think of 
the eight years of waste of school 
buildings and salaries for the teach- 
ing force.” He speaks of one child 
“brought up in the love and enjoy- 
ment of knowledge for its own sake.” 
Though he does not say so, this 
child is evidently Prof. Sidis’s son, 
whose “precocity,” has astonished 
all educators—excepting Prof. Sidis. 
“At the age of 12,” the author says, 
“when other children of his age are 
hardly able to read and spell, and 
drag a miserable mental! existence at 
the apron strings of some antiquated 
school dame, the boy is intensely en- 
joying courses in the highest 
branches of mathematics and as- 
tronomy at one of our foremost uni- 
versities. The Iliad and the Odyssey 
are known to him by heart, and he 
is deeply interested in the advanced 
work of classical philology. He is 
able to read Herodotus, Aeschylus, 
Sophocles, Euripides, Aristophanes, 
Lucian and other Greek writers with 
the same zest and ease as our 
schoolboy reads his “Robinson Cru- 
soe” or the productions of Cooper 
and Henty. The boy has a fair un- 
derstanding of comparative philol- 
ogy and mythology. He is well 
versed in logic, ancient history, 
American history, and has a gen- 
eral insight into politics and 
into the eroundw our Consti- 
tution. At the same time he is of 
an extremely happy, disposition, 
brimming over with/ humor and

Prof. Sidis charges that business is 
put above learning, administration 
above education, discipline and or- 
der above cultivation and talent. 
“We give our pupils and students 
artisan-inspiration and business spir- 
ituality. Originality is suppressed. 
Individuality is crushed. Mbdiocrity 
is at a premium. That is why our 
country has such clever business 
men, such cunning artisans, such re- 
sourceful politicians, such adroit 
leaders of new cults, but no scien- 
tists, no artists, no philosophers, no 
statesmen, no genuine talent and no 
true genius. School teachers have in 
all ages been mediocre in intellect 
and incompetent.” “In leveling edu- 
cation to mediocrity we imagine that 
we uphold the democratic spirit of 
our institutions.” 


In his preface Prof. Sidis defines 
the “Philistine” as the typical prod- 
uct of modern education, who be- 
lieves what he is taught and does 
what he is told. “Brought up in a 
school of fear, obedience and sug- 
gestibility, the Philistine, like Cain, 
murders his brother without aim and 
without understandng of the full sig- 
nificance of the awful deed.” He 
finds Europe at present full of Phil- 
istines, but concludes: “Revivalism, 
a mental frenzy to which the Ameri- 
can mob mind is specially prone, is 
a resurrection of Greek Bacchanalia 
and Roman Saturnalia. Revivals are 
emotional debauches, religious or- 
gies. . . . Revivalism is far more 
dangerous to the life of society than 
drunkenness. . . AS a sot man 
falls below the brute; as a revivalist 
he sinks lower than the sot. 

“If Europe is in violent convul- 
sions of war insanity, America suf- 
fers from no less serious mental 
maladies—-speculation frenzies, re- 
vival manias and preparedness 
plagues. Mental epidemics are in- 
eradicable afflictions of the highly- 
evolved mob spirit characteristic of 
the Philistine. The evolution of the 
Philistine is the involution of the 
genius. Philistinism is social decay. 
The progress of humanity 1s from 
brute to man, from Philistine to 
genius.”

AT LUCTFER’S PORTALS. By Paul B. 
Bachtell. Baumgardt Publishing Co., 
Los Angeles. 


Mr. Bachtell has a good deal of

The titular poem, “At’ Luclifer’s 
Portal,” is something unexpectedly 
good in treatment, giving a dialogue 
among passengers in Charon’s ferry, 
and while the denouement is less to 
be commended than other parts, it 
is a creditable piece of work for a 
new poet. Itis in “Sonnets to B——” 
that he shows himself at his best, 
particularly in the one beginning 
“Emotion's realm, sweet music doth 
o’er sway.” 
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Trousers for Women. 


A well known department store 
on Fifth avenue, New York City. 
has been making a big display ad- 
vertisement of a garment which it 
calls “womanalls,” an adaptation of 
the time-honored and useful men’s 
overalls for girls and misses. The 
trousers are gathered at the bottom 
to give fullmess and can be worn 
ankle or knee length. The costume 
has been indorsed as a farm uniform 
by the National American Woman's 
Suffrage Association and many 
women are buying it also for house- 
work uses. Even thus quickly and 
easily is the beginning made of the 
revolution in women's costumes 
which Vance Thompson in 
“Woman,” published a few months 
ago by EF. P. Dutton & Co. foretold 
as one of the necessary things for 
women to bring about next. The 
book has created much and diverse 
comment, the most emphatic both 
for and against, dealing with the 
chapter in which Mr. Thompson 
discusses the wisdom and the neces- 
sity of women shedding her skirts. 
A cynical person who read the stack 
of letters written to the publishers 
by well known women about the 
book made the guess that each 
one of those who were horrified by 
Mr. Thompson's argument and sug- 
gestions probably weighs more than 
a hundred and thirty pounds. Mr. 
Thompson should get out and make 
his best bow to this advance guard 
of the procession which, in the book, 
he imagines he sees coming down 
the road out of the future. 


Rupert Brooke, Ervine’s Hero. 
Shortly after the publication of 
St. Joha G. Ervine’s nbpvel, 
sOMmeone came 
forward with the ‘suggestion that 
Gilbert Farlow, one of the chief 
charactérs in the story, was none 
other than Rupert Brooke, the poet 
who lost his life In the Dardanelles. 
This suggestion has become a favor- 
ite topic of speculation among news- 
paper men and critics. A number of 
arguments have been advanced 
to defend the .theory, as well as a 
number intended to disprove it. 


Craig Kennedy Cannot Marry. 

Arthur B. Reeve, whose new book 
of detective stories, “The Treasure 
Train,” was published a few days 
ago, said recently that he can never 
allow his famous scientific detective, 
Craig Kennedy, to. get married, or 
the many readers who follow his ad- 
ventures would lose interest tn him. 
This he has discovered from corre- 
spondence. Once he received a letter 
from a man in Arizona, who had read 
one of Reeve’s stories in which 
Craig Kennedy was apparently grow- 
ing. fond of female society, begging 
him earnestly not to let Kennedy 
“get mixed up with women.” 


Mr. Neihardt Honored. 

On June 13 the University of Ne- 
braska conferred upon John G. Nel- 
hardt the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Letters in recognition of his work 
“as author, critic, poet.” Mr. Nei- 
hardt’s most recent books are “The 
Song of Hugh Glass” and “The 
Quest;” the former an epic of the 
Northwest, the other a volume of his 
collected lyrics. It is said that Mr. 
Neihardt is the youngest Doctor of 
Letters in the country. 


To Study Russians. 

Edward A. Ross, professor of soct- 
ology in the University of Wisconsin, 
will leave shortly for Russia to carry 
on there investigation of social con- 
ditions similar to those he has 
previously made in America and 
other’ countries. Among his sug- 
gestive books already published are 
“The Old World in the New,” 
“Changing America,” and “The 
Changing Chinese.” Prof. Ross will 
go to Russia to study the need for 
relief and community organization 
there and to judge of the probabili- 
ties of future emigration. 


Bernard Shaw and Jim Corbett. 
Frank Dilnot, whose book, “Lioyd 
George,” is a picture of Britain’s 


Prime Minister as the author him- 
self has seen him during many 
years, told a recent interviewer of 
an interview he himself once had 
with Bernard Shaw: “I went to 
see him because it was announced 
that Jim Corbett, a prize fighter, was 
to take the principal part in one of 
his plays which was to be performed 
in America. The tincongruity of a 
prize fighter having a principal part, 
or one of the principal parts, In a 
Shaw play was piquant, and I felt 
sure that the author would have 
some interesting comment to make 
on the enterprise of the Americans 
in casting Jim Corbett for the part. 
Mr. Shaw was surprised at my sur- 
prise. ‘Why not?’ said he, ‘I think 
it is a most appropriate choice. You

“Blond Beast” Enthroned. 

Dr. Henry Van Dyke, who recently 
returned from The Hague, says of

throws much light upon the causess 
which have really produced the pres- 
ent war. I have felt from the be- 
ginning that the war, both in its ex- 
istence and in its conduct, is a 
psychological phenomenon. Nietz- 
sche may have been an anti-Prus- 
sian; but his thinking and his writ 
ing have done much to produce that 
modern monster known as the Ger- 
man Kultur which is now bathing 
the world in blood in order to real- 
ize its insane dream of the ‘Blond 
Beast’ enthroned in the place of 
God.” 


Phyliis Bottome’s New Serial. 

In the August Century Phyllis 
Bottome will begin her second long 
serial, “The Second Fiddle,” in 
which she sets forth diverse and 
clearly-drawn English types out- 
lined agalnst the background of the 
great war. The struggle between 
the characters is directly affected by 
it, but the main issue is a personal 
one. Miss Bottome is already well 
known to the American reading pub- 
lic through “The Dark Tower” and 
“The Derelict.” She has a happy 
faculty for inimitable phrases, but 
underneath the sparkling surface 
move profound and tortuous tides of 
life—emotions, ambitions, reactions 
—that express themselves strangely 
and confusedly in modern existence. 


Humor and Science Wedded. 

That humor and scientific attain- 
ment ean travel harmoniously to- 
gether is shown by Arthur Everitt 
Shipley in his nook entitled “Studies 
in Insect Life,” which E. P. Dutton 
& Co. have just published. Scientific 
accuracy and wide knowledge mark 
the papers which comprise the book, 
and so does a droll sense of fun 
which leads him to say, with great 


expected things with as much se- 
riousness as if he were making a 
dry scientific statement. Of particu- 
lar interest at the present moment is 
the paper on “Insects and War,” 
which gives a detailed account of the 
lives and habits of alf the insects 
which harass fighting men either by 
preying upon their bodies or infest- 
ing their food. The importance of 
the subject can hardly be overesti- 
mated when it is remembered that 
one of these insects, the body louse, 
universal among the armies now 
fighting in Europe, is one of the 
worst plagues and greatest dangers 
they must encounter. For among 
the numerous diseases whose infec- 
tion it carries is the typhus. It was 
this parasite which was responsible) 
for the typhus plague which swept 
Serbia. 


Japan’s Interest In Revolution. 

Advance notes on Isaac Don Le 
vine’s new book, “The Russian Revo- 
lution,” awakened such. interest in 
Japan that his publishers have just 
received the largest order they have 
ever had from that country for a 
single book. Among the causes 
which for so long have worked to 
produce the new Russian democ- 
racy, Levine puts “the disastrous 
war with Japan.” In that war, he 
says, “Russian public opinion did 
not enthusiastically respond to the 
cause of national defense. As a mat- 
ter of fact; Russia’s radical and 
progressive forces put the cause of 
democracy above that of patriotism 
during the struggle with Japan, and 
worked for the collapse of the gov- 
ernment. Russla’s revolutionary 
movement gained powerful impetus 
during that struggle, and the revo- 
lution of 1905 was largely a product 
of the Far Eastern campaign.” 


A Woman Who Understands Boys. 

Johnston Grosvenor, author, of the 
recently-published book for boys, 
“Strange Stories of the Great Val- 
ley,” says that her reason for drop- 
ping her more feminine first name 
from the title page of her books is 
because she has found that boys do 
not like too much teaching by 
women. “They do not choose wom- 
en’s books first,” she says. “For that 
reason I use the impersonal part of 
my name. Also, I think it brings me 
a franker criticism from editors 
whom I never see.” 


“Noh or Acco 


“Noh or Accomplishment” (Alfred 
A. Knopf,) a study In the classical 
stage of Japan by Ernest Fenollosa 
and Ezra Pound, offers with numer- 
ous notes the translation of fifteen 
of the “mysterious Japanese noble 
dramas.” The late Ernest Fenol- 
losa was a scholar of high attain- 
ments and his notes and exposition 
of the dramas are something that 
open vistas entirely new to the stu- 
dents of comparative dramaturgy. 
Mr. Pound ventures to say that 
Fenollosa’s information is new to 
the Japanese themselves, though it 
is elsewhere pointed out that “the 
same plays are today enacted in the 
same manner as then; even the 
leading actors of today are blood 
descendants of the very men who 
created this drama 450 years ago.” 

The dramas will not readily be 
appreciated by the casual reader— 
unless schooled to Tagore phrase- 
ology—and though no one can es- 
cape the glimmering of poetic 
beauty on many pages, still the dra- 
mas as a whole are so unlike dramas 
as we know them that one needs 
pass through the stage of bewilder- 
ment before getting at a substan- 
tial value. 


VARIOUS BOOKS. 


“Bottoms Up.” 

The “enfant terrible” is again pad- 
dling drama, and though his naivete 
is rather calculating, the satire of 

steel-tipped 


and carefully poisoned. “Bottoms 
Up” is called “an application of the 
slapstick to satire.” Just what that 
means, we do not know—but the 
book is amusing, pointed, and for 
the most part fights in a good cause, 
the removal of humbuggery from 
drama. “Bottoms Up” is published 
by Philip Goodman Company of 
New York, a newcomer in the pub- 
lishing field who promises further 
books dealing with stagecraft before 
the year is much older. 

Mr. Nathan satirizes the “vil- 
lainous” drama, with its black-mus- 
tachioed gentleman and screaming 
heroine; the “child shall lead them” 
short story, in which divorced 
parents are inescapably reconciled 
by the “sweet” child: adapts the 
epilogue of Shaw’s “Fanny’s First 
Play” to American critics, and plays 
a few other capers with Thespian 
relics. But one must look to his 
short paragraphs for the full meas- 
vre of Mr. Nathan's penetration. In 
epigrams he is comfortably at 
home; for instance: “The producers 
of our two-dollar music shows are 
rapidly gobbling up.all the vaude 
ville actors. This will immeasura- 
bly help vaudeville;” and again: 
“Royalties—The percentage of the 
gross receipts which playwrights 
get from producers, after lawsuits.” 

And this fairly typical analysis is 
not without humor, but certainly 
pregnant with truth, and applies 
elsewhere than on Broadway: “The 
art of emotional acting, on Broad- 
way, consists in expressing (1) 
doubt or puzzlement, by scratching 
the head; (2) surprise, by taking a 
sudden step backward: (3) grief, 
by turning the back to audiéwte and 
bowing the head; (4) determination 
(if standing) by thrusting handker- 
chief back into breast pocket, 
brushing hair back from forehead 
with a quick sweep of hand and 
buttoning lower button of sack 
coat; (5) determination (if seated) 
by looking fixedly at audience for 
a moment and then suddenly stand- 
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gulp; (7) impatience, by walking 
quickly up stage, then down, tak- 
ing cigarette from case, lighting it 
and throwing it immediately into 
grate, walking bagk up stage again, 
and then down; (8) relief, by taking 
deep breath, exhaling quickly and 
mopping off face with handkerchief: 
and (9) fear, by having smeared | 
face with talcum powder!” 


“Junius Finally Discovered.” 

Few people are now interested in 
“Junius,” though the enigma of his 
identity has long afforded an en- 
tertaining puzzle for investigators. 
“Junius,” be it remembered, was 
the pseudonym above which a series 
of letters were contributed to the 
Public Advertiser, London, against 
the ministry of the Duke of Graf- 
ton. For the most part they have 
keen attributed to Sir Philip Fran- 
cis. But William H. Graves of Birm- 
ingham, Ala. in a book called 
“Junius Finally Discovered” (pub- 
lished by the author) undertakes to 
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he discovered a small volume, as tender. ...- 


anonymous, “Junius Unmasked” and 
printed in 1872, which presented the 
same claim. But Mr. Graves clings 
to his credit as discoverer on the 
ground that so far back as 1853, 
through a gratuitous sequence in 
reading “Junius’s Letters” and 
“Paine’s Works,” he was struck by 
the similarity and conceived the 
identity in authorship.

' ‘The greatest steam locomotive in 
the world haa been put into service 
by the Baldwin Locomotive Works.

TO OPEN NEW LANDS. 

Aside from adding conveniences 
to the present living facilities and 
contributing to the general welfare 
of the existing industries, the new 
roads will open areas of lands, 
heretofore not available for intensi- 
fied farming. 

Pullerton has, for a number of 
years past, been the largest ship- 
ping point of the Los Angeles-San 
Diego branch of the Santa Fe Rail- 
road. 

Via the Santa Fe, Fullerton ts 
twenty-three miles from Los Ange-

DEVELOPING BIG RANCHO. 

The Fullerton district will soon 
have the distinction of having the 
largest, individual citrus orchard, 
under one ownership, in California. 

This is the Bastanchury Rancho. 
consisting of 2700 acres and lying in. 
the Coyote Hills north of Fullerton. 
Approximately $250,000 is being 
expended in the development of this 
@ztensive area and already many 
hundreds of acres are in a high 
state of cultivation. By the coming 
fall the owners expect to have 
—- over 1500 acres in citrus 

ita.

These are already installed and 
proving up to the expectations of 
the designers. 

_ In one location between two chains 
of hills an artificial dam has been 
thrown up, creating a ten-acre lake 
for water storage. This has a ca- 
pacity exceeding 50,000,000 gallons. 
From it water is gravitated to points 
on the ranch nearly two miles dis- 
tant. 

It is estimated by the administra- 
tion department of the rancho that 
the company’s freight bMls with the 
railroad company .will amount to 
nearly $1,000,000 annually for both 
incoming and ‘Sutgoing shipments 
when the orchards come into bear- 
ing. 

Until that time large quantities of 
other produce will be raised between 
the tree rows. This year the com- 
pany rented large areas between 
tree rows for planting to cabbage, 
beans and other crops and in some 
cases the individuals who did the 
renting profited well on the harvest 
due to the high prices they received 
in the market and the abundance 
of the crop they raised. 


MUNICIPALITY GROWS. 
The city of Fullerton has steadily 
increased its population until it now 
verges on the 4000 mark. It has 


gone ahead with its building activ- 
ity. A fine new business block and 
a new packing-house were the larg- 
est building items of the year, but 
they were supplemented. with nu- 
merous new residence buildings and 
small store buildings. 

Over ten miles of asphalt road- 
ways have been laid by the munici- 
pality at a cost near $200,000. All 
the main streets are paved from 
curb to curb. Most of the streets 
throughout the residential section 
are improved by being either ma- 
cadamized or oiled. 

The city maintains a cosy little 
park. It also owns its own domes- 
tic water system valued at about 
$100,000 and a $60,000 sewer system 
with a forty-acre sewer farm in 
connection, worth $20,000. 

Approximately the assessed valu- 
ation of the municipality is $4,300,- 
000 and the town will reduce its tax 
rates during the coming year. 

An up-to-date automobile fire de- 
partment, fully’ manned and 
equipped, and aided in its work of 
combating fire by numerous fire hy- 
drants throughout the city, supply- 
ing seventy-pound water pressure, 


a feature of the city’s “safety first” 
principles.

Particularly factories are desired and 
ithere is a good opportunity afforded 
‘for certain classes of manufagturing. 
ATTRACTIVE HOMES. 


Fullerton is an attractive city to 
the home lover. As one walks down 
Commonwealth avenue, a beautiful 
wide thoroughfare lined on both 
sides with pretty bungalows and 
houses, skirted with spreading pep- 
per, camphor and chestnut’ trees 
along its curbs that gracefully arch 
over the sidewalks in tropical lux- 
uriance, he inhales a perfumed air 
made sweet by many flowers In the 
gardens of the houses he passes. 

The rural life in the district about 
the town is rural only by name in 
many respects. When a rural com- 
munity has paved and macadamized 
roadways passing before its houses 
and the country homes have gas 
ranges and vlectric lights and all 
the farms are really just large gar- 
dens, it is hard to term the’ com- 
munity rural. Between the country 
rural life and the town there is no 
definite line of demarcation. The 
town blends into the beautiful coun- 
try atmosphere and the country 
meets the town with such gentle dif- 
ferences as to almost make its dif- 
ferences none at all. 

In the matter of temperature the 
average in the Fullerton district 
throughout the year is more mod- 
erate than in many other cities of 
the State. Because its geographical 
location is about twenty miles from 
seaboard it secures the full benefit 
of balmy breezes to temper the sum- 
mer days and yet avoids excessive 
moisture during winter periods, 

‘It is a particularly healthful lo- 
cality for orange trees because the 
humidity is as close to the ideal as 
nature normally affords. For the 
game reason the walnut is unusually 
favored over some other districts. 

When a newcomer settles in the 
Fullerton district he buys a piece of 
land and has the climate handed to 
him as a premium. He pays no 
more for his land than in other 
places of equal development, but he 
gets for a heritage a bit of the 
richest blessing that California af- 


fords. So Fullerton puts forth cli- 
mate as an inducement to new set- 
tlers and its people desire to lay 


is emphasis upon this inducement.

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Rarely does the winter tempera- 
ture fall below 40 deg. The sum- 
mer weather ranges between 80 and 
90 deg. for an average, with occa- 
sional waves which may +e warm- 
er, but these hardly ever exceed two 
or three days’ duration. The nights 
are comfortable and one has to sleep 
with covers throughout the sum- 


mer. 
| SCHOOLS, 

One of the distinguishing charac- 
teristics of Fullerton is its $300,000 
Union High School and Junior Col- 
lege. This monument of civic enter- 
prise is one of the most elaborate 
public schoo] plants in the State. 

The institution consists of seven- 
teen buildings, located on a_ fifteen- 
acre campus. The separate build- 
ings are a great convenience in iso- 
lating the various branches of tech- 
nical instruction from the academic 
classrooms, thereby eliminating 
noise from the latcer classes and re- 
ducing fire risks. Another advan- 
tage of the separate-building idea is 


; that the students are compelled to 


leave the t#ldings at the adjourn- 
ment of class session and so enjoy 
a breath of pure, fresh air. 

Modern ventilating and sanitary 
appliances are installed in all the 
buildings. Hot and cold showers are 
provided in the gymnasium. All 
rooms are heated and cooled auto- 
matically, and for this purpose a 
large engine-house and boiler room 
is erected on the grounds. The 


school also has its own water plant 


consisting of a fine deep well con- 
taining an abundance of pure water 
and the necessary machinery § for 
pumping the water toa storage tank 
built on the top of asixty-foot 
tower. 


The general school exercises, 
plays, debates, lectures and enter- 
tainments are held in an audito- 
rium seating 1200. This has a large 
stage and is provided with electric 
lights. 

The manual arts building houses 
wood-working equipment, machine 
and forge shops, domestic science 
equipment, free hand and mechan- 
ical drafting, art leather and brass 
work departments. 

The physics and chemistry build- 
ings are especially planned to fa- 
cilitate instruction in these studies, 
while the commerce building has 
four rooms devoted to the subjects 
of book-keeping, stenography, sten- 
otyping and typewriting. There are 
also special buildings for English and 
other languages, mathematics and 
surveying. 

In the study hall building are the 
administration offices and the school 
library and also large assembly- 
room used as a study room by the 
students. 

Besides giving a number of gen- 
eral courses which 
those of the Los Angeles high 
schools, the Fullerton institution 
provides two additional years’ work 
in the subjects of Enéglish, modern 
languages and mathematics parallel 
to that provided in the State univer- 
sities. 

The practical side of education Is 
strongly accented. Girls are taught 
to make their own clothing, while 
boys turn out dining tables, daven- 
ports, chairs and other articles of 
furniture. Some of the lesser bulld- 
ings of the campus, such as the bot- 
any greenhouse and an emergency 
grammar school building, have been 
constructed by the boys. There is 
practical field work in surveying, 
and a serviceable mechanical knowl- 
edge of automobiles is acquired in 
the shops. Girls and boys are grad- 
uated each year from the book-keep- 
ing and typewriting classes. 

The grounds of the campus are 
ornamented with lawns and a park- 
ing of trees, flowers and shrubs. 
Rall fields and courts for tennis and 
other games are provided. 

One of the things undertaken by 
this school is the free transportation 
of the students to and from their 
homes, a large number of whom 
live as far as ten miles away in the 

For this purpose 


are similar 


five large automobile busses were 
purchased, with a carrying capacity 
of from fifteen to twenty-five puplis 
each. These cover special districts 
each day calling for the young peo- 
ple in the mornings and returning 
them to their homes in the after- 
noons. This convenience is entirely 
supported by the taxpayers and the 
students pay nothing directly for 
the service. There is a garage on the 
campus to house the busses. | 

There is a beautiful $70,000 gram- 
mar school in the town, and 
throughout the district comprising 
the high school union are other 
stammar schools. 

SOCIAL LIFE. 

The residents of the Fullerton 
district are closely cemented socially. 
In matters of enjoyment, education 
or business they are allied in or- 
ganized bodies. One of the dominant 
factors under this class are the 
city’s churches. There are several 
artistic church edifices, all of which 
have large congregations, and a 
number of tributary organizations. 
Nearly all the leading denominations 
are represented. 

Fraternal orders are much in 
evidence. Many of these have erect- 
ed their own business blocks in the 
business section. The leading na- 
tional societies are represented. The 
business men are bound together in 
the Chamber of Commerce and the 
Merchants’ Association. 

Fullerton has a $10,000 library 
building. This is a gift of Andrew 
Carnegie. The institution is main- 
tained at a cost of $23,000 annually, 
which sum is dertved by general 


taxation. 

deal of interest 
taken by Fuller- 
ton young men in the organfZa- 
tion of the full strength company 
of Home Guards. The company has 
a drum -and fife corps. It drills in 
the main streets of the city every 
Monday evening, usually attracting a 
crowd of spectators. The members 
are all armed and have sufficiently 
been drilled to execute all the gen- 
eral marching maneuvers. In the 
emergency of any loca] disturbance 
on the part of disioyal citizens it is 
believed the Home Guards could 
completely handle the situation. Be- 
sides being a protection, to Fuller- 
ton In this respect, the military 
company is a demonstration of the 
city’s patriotism, which has already 
manifested itself by widely over- 
subscribing its allotment of the Lib- 
erty bonds as well as its contribu- 
tion to the Red Cross fund. Fuller- 
ton has two newspapers. There are 
no saloons. 

INDUSTRIES. | 

The principal industry of the 
Fullerton district is citrus culture. 
This is in a great Valencia orange 
belt. It is there that the famous 
Cc. C, Chapman orchards are located. 

Next to oranges walnut culture 
is the most important horticultural 
pursuit. The district is one of the 
biggest walnut shippers of this part 
of the State. 

Each year millions of barrels of 
high gravity petroleum are “taken 
from the oil wells about Fullerton 
and shipped to all points of the 
world. The oil industry, although 
very large, seems as yet to be in its 
infancy. New wells are being sunk 
in the hills north of Fullerton and 
are encroaching almost into the 
city limits.«In many of these wells 
ofl is being found. 

Allied to the oil industry.is the 
development of natural gas. This has 
been piped from the Fullerton oil 
fields all over Orange county for 
domestic use. 

There is also a poultry and egg 
industry of some extent itn the dis- 
trict, and there is room for an en- 
largement of it. Raising vegetables 
on a.commercial scale is well es- 
tablished. 

Numerous packing-houses for the 
orange and walnut industries, vege- 
table packing-houses, an ice plant, 
steam laundry, three lumber yards, 
stores, machine shops, garages, grist

ing and oil fields employ many 
hundreds of hands. 
NEW INDUSTRIES. 


Availability of oil fuel and natural 
gas from the oil fields, access to 
electric power, development of ex- 
cellent raidroad shipping facilities, 
plus the inducement of cheap fac- 
tory sites, business men believe, 
should encourage the growth and 
development of new manufacturing 
pursuits in the district. | 

Some time ago a beautiful hos- 
pital plant was erected in Fuller- 
ton, but it has not yet been opened. 
It was built by a company having 
a large number of = stockholders, 
many of whom were residents of 
Fullerton. A suggestion has been 
made that this building now be 
made available for Red Cross work 
as a hospital for convalescents 
from the front. 

From a farming standpoint the 
Fullerton district is well adapted nat- 
urally to the raising of prolific crops. 
With its extensive irrigation system, 
additional crops can be grown be- 


either in or out of season, and as 
many as two or three such crops 
per year are possible. 

Despite the fact that this type of 
farm land has, by reason of our in- 


_tternational situation, become abnor- 


mally valuable, the prices of real 
estate continue to remain normal and 
the prospective buyer will not find 
inflated values as a rule.

BIGGEST MELON CROP. 
In .Spite of Vathes Shortage Ship- 
ments from Rich Valley Ex- 
ceed Those of any Other 
Now Producing. 


During the cantaloupe shipping 
season just closing in the Imperial 
Valley, more: of the melons were 
shipped than during any other sea- 
son, the quality was better than 
ever before, and the price per crate 
was higher than in previous years, 


according to a report by the United 
States Bureau of Markets, just is- 
sued.: 

Up to July 20, 4945 cars of canta- 
loupes were shipped from the val- 
ley. During the 1916 season, 4675 
cars were shipped. This" number 
was, until this year, a record for 
melon shipments from any locality 
in the United States. Had it not 
been for a shortage of cars during 
one week this season, the output 
would probably have been nearly 
7000 cars. It is expected that the 
total 1917 output will be 5500 cars. 

On one day in June, 253 cars of 
cantaloupes moved out of the val- 
ley. Three daye afterward, when 
more than 200 cars per day were 
moving, came the announcement of 
the car shortage, and the shipments 
were cut to 160 cars per day, one 
car being allotted for every eighty 
acres. Toris of the ripened fruit 
were fed to hogs, and yet the high 
price being received fer the fruit 
netted the growers and distributors 
a good profit. 

Last Tuesday the United States 
office of markets branch at Braw- 
ley was closed, and bulletins on the 
cantaloupe market conditions 
ceased. On that day twenty-eight 
cars were shipped from Imperial, 
five from Turlock, forty from Ari- 
zona, which had just begun  ship- 
ments; five from Alabama and four 
from Georgia. 


HEAVY WALNUT CROP. 

The walnut crop at Saticoy, now 
maturing rapidly, is one of the 
heaviest for years, and many trees 
are breaking with the weight of 
nuts. A new method of tree prop- 
ing, being tried out by W. B. Nich- 
oll, promises to do away to some 
extent with wooden props. He 
fastens lag screws in the largest 
branches on opposite sides of the 
tree, connects them with steel cables 
making branches support each oth- 
er.

WHAT CAUSES CORROSION 
‘OF METAL ON BATTERIES? | 


eeeeeeee 


HE corrosion of metal parts on 
or about a storage battery is 
often attributed to a leaky or 

defective’ battery. That this is 

usually due tb the spilling or over- 
flowing of battery solution and the 
neglect of the motorist to keep the 
exterior of the battery well cleaned, 
is explained by V. L. Combs, special 
representative for the 

Company. 

“The ‘corrosion of metal parts 
about a battery, indicated by a white, 
lead sulphate coating, is caused by 
the action of escaped battery solu- 
tion, which eats into the metal. 

“Under ordinary driving condi- 
tions, the charging of the battery by 
the generator causes more or less 
battery solution to vaporize through 
the vent holes in the filler caps of 
the battery cells. This vapor con- 
denses on the battery and to pre- 
vent corrosion of the handles, hold- 
downs and other metal parts, and 
damage of the battery box, it is es- 
sential that the exterior of the bat- 
tery be cleaned off regularly so that 
the acid cannot get in its work. This 
should be done with a clean, moist 
sponge whenever the battery is in- 
Spected or distilled water is added 
and if the motorist will take a few 
moments occasionally to do this, 
there should be little trouble with 
co on.

A 
thin coating of vaseline on all metal 
parts not lead coated will also help, 
acting as an insulation. 

“Parts that have become corroded 
should be well cleaned with a solu- 
tion of weak ammonia and coated 
with vaseline. 

“Many bad cases of corrosion are 
caused by the overflow of battery 
solution due to overfilling the battery 
cells. In adding distilled water, the 
cells should never be completely 
filled; the proper height of the solu- 
tion is about one-half inch above the 
battery plates. When the battery is 
belng charged the solution expands 
and gives off gases. The unfilled 
portions of the cells are needed to 
accommodate the expansion and 

. If the cells are completely filled 
with solution, the natural result is 
an overfiow through the vent holes, 
which is bound to cause damage. 

“A simple way to determine the 
height of the solution over the cells 
is to use a piece of glass tubing of 
convenient length. Insert the glass 
tube untfl it rests on top of the platés, 
Place a finger firmly on the upper 
end to create a vacuum and with- 
draw the tube. The liquid in the 


solution above the plates.

National League hes Plan 
that will Win. 


Manufacturers All Agree to 
Co-operate, 


Numbered Patt to te Listed 
Auto Club. 


What is practically a national 
league for the prevention of auto- 
mobile thefts through the co-opera- 
tion of more than eighty of the 
greatest motor car manufacturers in 
America has been instigated by the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia, according to a report issued 
yesterday by Secretary 8. L. Mitchell. 

In other words, at the request of 
the club’s theft bureau all promi-

and safety. Judging by the lights 
Ohne meets on that road, most of them 
drive in safety and happiness all 
right so far as that consideration 
goes. 

In the more civilized communities 
of the effete east where the presence 
of the automobile is rec- 
ognjzed, and where certain laws 
govern the conduct of said auto- 
mobiles in the interest of the safety 
of the drivers and passengers there- 
of, a rude motorcycle cop would 
snatch balid-headed the variety of 
fool who drives abroad on a country 
read with a lighting equipment that 
blinds for a half-mile every other 
driver approaching it. California is 
happily void of such restrictions on 
the freedom of the dear peepul— 
three cheers for freedom! 

The session of that misfit ag- 
gregation, the California Legislature, 
passed among its other wondrous 
legal abortions something that pur- 
ported to govern the adjustment and 
direction of motor-car headlights. 
The efficiency of said laws can be 
judged by the fact that the Sheriff's 
Office of country won't touch 
driver on the grounds of dangerous 
headlights, because they know they 
can’t make the case stick. The Legis- 
lature repealed an older law provid- 
ing for dimmers and direction of 
headlight, and passed a law that 
Pooks like something the cat dragged 
in, providing roughly for a limit of 
forty-two inches in height of head- 
light at a distance of seventy-five 
feet. In other words an aggregation 
of empty words, the emptiness of 
which is testified to by the lights 
one meets on the road these nights, 
and by the fact that the motorcycle 
officers are helpless. 


I deny the right, legal or moral, of 
some fool driver to shoot me in the 
eye with a beam of light akin to that 
from the bridge of a battleship, 
blinding me not only as to possible 
pedestrians and lightless wagons on 
ahead, but to the very location of the 
roadway. 

Let the driver who goes abroad 
these nights rise and testify to the 
fact that about every fifth machine 
one meets is preceded by a beam of 
light that blinds the other driver, 
and that dousing or dimming said 
lights is a lost art with most of these 
light-fiends., 

Apparently the only recourse is to 
provide oneself with lights .of the 
same strength and the same crim- 
inal adjustment above the spot on 
the road where they ought to strike 
—but this is too much like previd- 
ing oneself with a rifle and shooting 
beck in the general direction of some 
house from which you suspect bul- 
lets are coming. If may be comfort- 
ing to you, but it merely adds one 
more danger to the road. 

Provisions for adjustment of beam 
below a certain height or upon a cer- 
tain given spot ahead are merely 
provisions making for lovely fights in 
court that the officers invariably 
lose. Also as adjustment of height 
on most cars is a matter merely of 
turning a nut or screw in the bracket, 
the ostensible law-abiding driver can 
convert his lights in two minutes 
into the menace to life and limb that 
one finds on the road these nights. 
Also is the festive spotlight which in 
the nature of the beast cannot be 
locked to throw its beams on a cer- 
tain spot and which a lot of these 
inconsiderate, unconscionable, sem!i- 
criminal drivers merely turn up the 
road ahead of them to aid their 
headlights. 

KEEPS RECORD. 


I have kept careful tabs the last 
two weeks of driving at night, which 
is surely no pleasure to the driver 
as things now are, and I saw just 
one man with the instincts of a gen- 
tleman—this is a chap who dimmed 
his lights over on the Los Feliz road 


on the approach of the other car. 
So rare is this practice, however, 
that I'll cheerfully pay $10 for every 
driver with these bright, dangerous 
headlights who dims his lights on 
the approach of the test machine, if 
somebody will give me $1 for every 
one who does not so dim his lights. 
The grand rule is to outshine the 
other man—as a result of which 
competition you can go to any little 
rise on a well-traveled road in this 
country, where the height puts you 
out of the rays that -would other- 
wise blind you, and watch cars 
coming with beams of light ahead 
that reach for a half-mlle along the 
road, like the headlights of a Santa 
Fe passenger engine. 

The other night, coming in the 
Whittier road on that night of 
nights to keep off the road—Sunday 
—the usual beam from a caf a @uar- 
ter of a mile away smote me in the 
eve. Wriggling around in the en- 
deavor to gain a faint inkling of 
whether the road ahead of me still 
continued or whether I was going to 
drive over some neat thirty-foot 
drop-off, I suddenly caught a flash 
from my own light on some bright 
metal object forty feet or 80 away. 
I eut over on the road just in time 
to miss knocking a fool with an un- 


lighted motorcycle from the edge 


of the pavement, where he was 
tinkering with his machine, 
ovet into the adjoining field.

lin the bowl of the driver’s pipe, or 
disturbing the sweet young dream 
of some bunny hugger with a girl 
and a machine pulled with one 
wheel on the pavement and the tail- 
light no man knoweth where, that 
justifies me In using strong language 
regarding, first, the aggregation of 
hicks at Sacramento that didn’t pass 
effective laws, and, second, the sort 
of driver who takes advantage of 
the absence of law to make his ma- 
chine into a menace to the-safety of 
every other car he meets. 

The remedy is clear so far as the 
Solons are concerned. 

Bar absolutely the plain-glass 
headlight lens! 

Times there were when this would 
have played nicely into the hands 
of one or two concerns, and susp!- 
cion would have turned on the ad- 
vocate of such a measure, but such 
times are gone. TI know of not less 
than six standard forms of motor- 
car headlight lenses that take out 
the glare and diffuse the light and 
enable the driver to see more than 
he ever would with the searchlight. 
There are probably a half-dozen 
more of which I do not know, and 
such a sane measure would produce 
still more effective designs and bring 
down the price, which need not be 
at all extravagant when we consider 
what it costs to make the lowly 
pop bottle. 


BETTER EVERY WAY. 


Behind three such types I have 
ridden enough to know that they 
not only take care of the vision of 
the other driver, but so widen and 
diffuse the light as to make visible 
the side of-the road and curves 
ahéad where the concentrated light 
shoots clear beyond. When a sim- 
ple device east in the glass of the 
lens not only protects the other 
driver, but makes driving safer and 
more pleasant for the owner thereof, 
why permit the plain glass, which 
cannot be legislated into safety for 
the other driver? | 

As I have pointed out, laws re- 
garding focus and ,adjustment are 
piffie, not enforceable, leading to ar- 
guments and jury cases in the courts 
and general acquittals, and then to 
a general disregard for the law by 
everyone. 

When you compel a driver to 
adopt a form of lens that bends the 
Trays downward and diffuses them, 
then you can make a penalty that 
will jolt the hat off the man who 
turns his epotlight down the road 
and uses it for mere driving pur-, 
poses, because the law can be strict 
in its provision against the beam 
from a naked light being turned 
down a road, and the first motorcy- 
cle man can hook the offender easier 
than he can hook the man with his 
tail light out. With any other pro- 
vision the poor motorcycle man has 


to be an ‘accurate judge of height 
by the eye alone, and an expert op- 
ticlan besides—and you'll remember 
that balling out a motorcycle cop is 
the sweetest form of pleasure known 
in motoring. e 
Such lenses as the Conaphore, the 
Warner, the MacBeth and others 
either diffuse the light by means of 
many little lenses in the main one, 
giving a view of the side of the road 
and cutting out alf glare, or else 
they bend the rays downward by 
ridges cast in the glass and giving 
a bend to the rays ag a prism would 
do. They both prevent glare ahead 
and light up the sides of the road. 
Personally, I'd prefer a lens of this 
sort if there were not another driver 
in a hundred miles, because they 
come nearer to approximating day- 
light with itseven diffusion and soft- 
ness than do these concentrated 


‘beams that are useful for picking up 


torpedo destroyers at a mile. Most 
drivers worry along in daylight 
without insisting on shooting the il- 
lumination ahead of them In a beam 
two feet wide and two miles long. 

Barring the plain lens as the only 
logical solution of the problem is 
merely a matter of time. 

And the driver doubting that the 
time for the change ia right now 
ought to go take a spin with a boat- 
load of people, for whose safety he 
has high regard, along some such 
road as the Whittier road on a Sun- 
day night. 

As any experienced driver knows, 
the downward focusing of a head- 
light is a joke, because the first time 
that car comes up a little rise the 
other driver gets it In the eye just 
the same, just the same. This is a 
characteristic blunder of the whole 
pifliing legislation in California. ~

PRICES FOR TIRES. 


five casings to every casing it can 
turn out at the present time, the 
Norwalk Tire and Rubber Company 
is making a strenuous @ffort to en- 
large its factory facilities,” said an 
official of the company.

Besides being cheaper than lace, the 
footing iooks daintier. This model is 
particularily pretty when the footing is 
hemstitched on, giving it an air that

You ean do hematitching on an ordt- 
nary machine, by placing biotting paper 
under the material'and stitching thru 
the material and paper. After the hem- 
stitching is finished, trim away the raw 
eigee.

The same idea can be carried out in 
making the chemise. The upper part is 
of course made in the same way as the 
nightgown, except that it might be cut 
narrower, to fit closer to the figure.

The lining membrane of the 
lower lid is brought inte view by sim- 
ple tension of the lower lid downward 
by one finger. Anotiier way to inapect 
the upper lid is to have the- patient 
look down. Then seize lashes and edge 
of the lid by the thumb and forefinger 
of the right hand, draw the lid first 
forward and then downward away from 
the eye, then upward over the point of 
the thumb or forefinger of the left 
hand. The foreign body should be re- 
moved with a clean handkerchief. If 
ft is stubborn, a competent physician 
should be consulted. Never rub the eye 
when a foreign substance is in it, for 
by doing so you may do it permanent 
injur?. 

To some persons the sight of any one 
choking ‘{s terrifying. At such times 
ani in all cases of emergency a cool, 
level head is essential. The best thing 
to do for a choking person is to give 
him or her a starp blow on the back. 
This will frequently dislodge « fora'gn 
body in the throat. If the obstruction 
is only slight, swallow a small piece 
of dry bread. Children may be heli 
upside down and smartly Slapped on 
the back. 3

By many it is looked upon as 
a bit presumptuous for a man to take 
the initiative in dropping the “my” 
when writing to a woman friend. The 
same is thought of addressing @ lady 
whose communication has opened 
with “Dear Sir” as “My dear Miss 
Brown.” It is unallowable to begin 
a letter “Dear Miss,” omitting the 
name. “Madam” or “Dear Madam” is 
the proper address when writing to 
either a married or unmarried woman 
with whom the writer is not privileg- 
ed an intimate acquaintance.
